EN 


PF HEN a voyage is intended from the river of 
Thames to thoſe Northern Parts of America, you 
may either go out of the North channel by Scot- 

land, or elſe through- the Weſt channel by the 
Land's End of England, according as the winds may favour 
you; for the carrying you out either of theſe ways, you have 
ſufficient Inſtructions from the Firſt and Second Books of 
this Exgliſb Pilot. Ii you go out to the Northward, then the 
Firſt Book is uſeful to bring you clear of the land; and if 
you go to the Weſtward, then the Second is neceſſary. 

When you are clear of the land, you may obſerve theſe 
following inſtructions, to ſhape a proper courſe for thoſe parts. 

From the Der/ey in Ireland, lat. 52 deg. to Cape Farewell in 
Greenland, lat. 58 deg. 56 min. the courſe is WNW, W.erly, 
diſtant 460 leagues. ' 

From the Mizen Head in Ireland, to Cape Diſcord in Green- 
land, the courſe is NW. by N. ſomewhat Northerly, diſtant 
382 leagues. 


From the Mizen Head to Cape Deſolation in Greenland, the 


courſe is WNW. diſtant 489 leagues. 

From Cape Clear to Cape De/olarion, the courſe is NW. 
by W. 482 leagues. | | 

And when you are arrived in ſight of Greenland, it will 
appear a very high, ragged, and mountainous country, called 
by the natives Secunungo. | | 

In the lat. of 78 deg. 42 min. is a great bay or indraught, 
environed with high mountains, aud low land lying between 
them; in this bay is no ground at 100 fathoms. Off which 
coaſt you will have the ſea of divers colours, in ſome places 
green, in ſome black, and in others blue; and it is obſerved, 
that the green ſea is freeſt from ice; the azure blue very icy ; 
and the black ſea is very deep. 

It is alſo obſervable, that within the arctic circle the air is 
hot ſo cold, nor does the ſnow lie on the hills, nor the ſea ſo 
full of ice, as to the Southward of the ſaid coaſt. 

In the lat. of 77 deg. you may fail along the ſhore, but not 
nearer than 25 fathoms ; the ground is black pebble ſtones. 

In the lar. of 76 degrees the land is very pleaſant, being 
plain, and of a mean height, not ragged, nor covered with 
ſnow, 

In the lat. of 73 deg. the land tends away ENE. and Weſt 
South Weſt, appearing with very high mountains, on which 
ſaow ſeldom lies; the ſoil is very temperate. On the coaſt 
there are many broken iſlands, making many goodly ſounds 
and harbours, having in the land many fine bays and rivers, 
yielding abundance of fiſh; into ſome of which you may 
ſail up 10 or 12 leagues, they being navigable i Off the coalt 
you will have very good ſhoaling in 15 fathoms ; and neafer 
you will have 14, 12, &c. very fine ſandy ground. . 

In the lat. of 67 deg. 3o min. you will have very high land, 
generally covered with ſnow ; at the top it looks reddiſh, and 
underneath blue clay ; the land here, a little to the South- 
ward of this, tends away Eaſt and Welt, but the Northermoſt- 
part NE. by N. and NE. Here is a great headland, called 
Young's Cape, near which ſtands a very high mount, round 
like a caſtle, called Mount of God's Mercy. 

In the lat. of 66 deg. the land is very high and ragged, the 
tops of the mountains being all covered with inow, yet the 
coaſt is but indifferently troubled with ice. 

Coming nearer, to the land you may ſee a high mountain 
above the 1eſt, called Mount Cunningham, which is the belt 
mark on the coaſt; near which is a large bay, lying between 
two Capes or headlands, the Northermoſt of whieh is called 
Queen Sepbia's Cape, ant the Southermoſt Queen Aun's Cape. 

In ſailing between which, unto the Southermoſt ſide of the 
aforeſaid mount, ybu will come into a goodly bay, having on 


both ſides very ſteep and high mountains, which is named 


Cbriſtiana's Ford; and failing up the bay, about 6 or 7 leap. 
you may come to an anchor in 16 fath. water, ſhelly ground. 
All the way in it is very deep, and no anchoring; the'place 
of anchoring lies in 66 deg. 25 min. where an E. and W. 
moon makes full ſea. 
perpendicular. 

From the ice that hangs on the hills in Greenland comes a 
great fog with froſt. VID 

In the lat. of 65 deg. 54 min. are ſeveral iſlands, ſounds, 
and inlets, as Hill iſland, Lock iſland, &c. And in the lat. 
of 63 deg. 8 min. lies the E. entrance into Forbiſber's Streights, 


The point at the E. entrance of the Streights, is called Queen 


Here it flows three fathoms and a half

Ann's Foreland; off which ſets a ſtrong current coming from 
the NE. the Streights have a great indraught, the tide of flood 
running nine hours, and the ebb three, which is occaſioned 
by.the force of the aforeſaid current ſetting upon the coaſt, 
which forces the tide into all the draughts and rivers with long 


- lowings, until the force of the ebb reſiſts its ſtrength from 


the W. ſea. It flows here about 10 fathom At the entrance 
of theſe Streights, you will have much ice, not frozen there, 
but driven in with the violence of the wind; The ice ſhuts 
together with the continuance of the wind upon any one point, 
and opens at the ſhifting and change thereof, After making 
of mount Warwick (which is in the Streights) there lies a 
whirlpool, where ſhips are whirled about in a moment; the 
waters making a great noiſe, and are heard a great way off, 

Warwick Sound is a very ſafe harbour, where Sir Martin 
Forbiſber intended to lade his ſuppoſed gold ore; the W. fide 
of the ſaid bay is called Bloody Point, and to the Weſtward 
of it is Tork Sound, being on the South fide of the ſaid 
Streights. | | 

On the N. ſide lies Jactman's Sound, which is a good har- 
bour; but you mult keep conſtant watch with boats and ropes 
ready to haul and pull away the ice, which otherwiſe will lie 
thwart your ſhip with the ebb and flood, Within the Streights 
about Fo leag. you will have a fair continent on your ſtarboard 
fide, and the continuance of an open ſea, the further you ſail 
in the leſs ice; 50 leagues within there is none at all, until you 
run thro' into Davis'sStreights, On the S. ſide of the Streights 
the land is all waſte iſlands until you come to C. Farewell, being 
the S ermoſt point of Greenland, lying in lat. 59 d. 45 m. and 
lang. 46 d. 45 m. Weſt, | 


A Deſcription of Davis's Streights and Baffin's Bay. 


From Cape Farewell in the lat. 59 deg. 45 min. the land 
tends away NW. until you come to Cape Deſolation, in the 
lat. of 62 arg. and is about 40 leag. diſtant one Cape from 
the other. , 

Cape Deſolation is the moſt deformed land that is ſuppoſed 
to be in the whole world; it appears like ſugar-loaves over- 
toping the clouds, and covered with ſnow. The ſhore is ge- 
nerally laid with ice a league from it; the water is here black 
and thick, like a ſtanding pool. When the winds. come off 
the ſhore it 1s cold ; when from the ſea it is warm. 

On the N. fide of this Cape is the W. entrance of For&;/her's 
Streights; on the North-ſide of the entrance is Cape Comfort, 
being very high land, lying in the lat: of 62 deg. 40 min: 

The next is Cape Lancaſter in the lat. of 619. 30 m. being 
the Northermolt point of another entrance of an inlet. a 

From this Cape to Queen Ann's Foreland, the land lies N. 
W. by N. above 8; leagues; which Cape lies in the laticude 
of 63d: 48 m. North latitude 42 d. Welt. 

Upon this coaſt are many ſounds, one whereof is called 
Gilbert's Sound: There are alſo very ſafe harbours ; the land 
lies high, little troubled with ſnow, and the ſea void of ice. 
It is no firm land, but mighty rivers and through lets between 
waſte and deſart iſlands, where there are paſſages through 
between Davis's Streights and the Eaſtern ſea. ” 

Coctin's Sound lies in the lat: of 65 deg. 20 min. In this 
Sound are plenty of ſalmon; it flows here about 18 feet, and 
at full-and change it is full ſea at ſeven o'clock ; it is a very 
good harbour, and eaſy to be known, having round high 
hills like pyramids, cloſe adjoining to the mouth of it, and 
that in the midſt the loweſt of all; on this coaſt are man 

ſmall iſlands, which make many good ſounds and harbours... 

Note, That in Greenland, the mountains are very high 
within the land z they are generally ſtone, and ſome of one 
colour, and ſome of another, all glittering ; there are ſome 
rocks purer than alabaſter. | 

The N. fide of theſe mountains are generally covered with 
ſnow ; there are but few trees, but in one place, 40 miles 
within the land, in a river called Bull's River, upon the S. 
ſide of the mountain, where there is a little grove of trees, 
about 6 or 7 feet high, being willow, juniper, and ſuch like. 

Foſs River lies in the Jat. of 66 deg. 25 min. at the entrance 
of which you will have no ground at 100 fathoms, therefore 
you may ſtand for another road up higher in the river, where 
you may come to an anchor in 20 fathom water, ſandy ground, 
and have a very fair ſhoaling; it flows here SE. and NW. 


About 10 leagues up there is a town of about 40 houſes, where. 
the natives live. DER

In theſe ſeas there are many whales; ſe- 


veral have been found dead about theſe places; the Variation 
of the compaſs was 26 degrees Weſtward, obſerved in Capt. 


Davis's third voyage in theſe parts, in the year 1587; but in 


the year 1760, the variation was go degrees Welt. 
Hope Sanderſon lies a little farther Northerly, in the lat. of 


72 degrees 30 min. Here are great quantities of ice, and | 


many ſeals; the flood comes from the Southward ; at neip 
tides: the water riſes about 6 or 7 feet, and a SSE. moon 
makes a full fea. The inhabitants here on the land are very 
poor, living chiefly on the fleſh of ſeals dried, which they eat 
raw, and with their ſkins clothe themſelves. 

To the Northward of Hope Sanderſon, is Horn Sound; in 
che lat, of 73 degrees 30 min. there the natives will exchange 
ſea horſe teeth, and ſea unicorn, and ſuch like things, for 
horn, glaſs beads, and the like; the weather here, in June, 
is ſometimes ſnowy,” often freezing. | 

Farther Northerly, in lat. 74 degrees 30 min. lies a cape, 
called by the firſt diſcoverers, Sir Dudley Digg's Cape, which 
has a ſmall iſland adjoining to it. 

About 12 leagues to the Northward of the ſaid cape is a 
fair ſound, having an iſland in the midſt of ir, making two 
entrances z this is called VMoſtenbolm Sound. It hath many 
ſmall bounds and inlets in it, and is a fit place for killing of 
whales. 

From this place the land tends W. by N. about 40 leagues, 
and then you come to a large ſound or bay, called Vbale 
Sound, lying in the lat. of 77 deg. 30 min. where there are 
great numbers of whales, and therefore called Hale Sound. 

In the bottom of Baffin's Bay lies another great ſound, called 
Sir Thomas Smith's Sound, which runs to the Northward of 
78 deg. of lat. at the mouth of which are ſeveral iſlands; this 
ſound is moſt admirable in this reſpect, becauſe there is in it 
the greateſt variation of the compaſs, that is in any part of 
the world, for divers good obſervations made by that judicious 
artiſt Captain Baffin, he found the r varied 56 degrees 
to the Weſtward, ſo that the NE. by E. point was true N. 
This ſound ſeems to be good for the killing of whales, being 
the greateſt in all this bay, Between this and Vhale's found 
lies an ifland called Halcuit's Ifle, there lies a company of 
iſlands, 12 or 14 leagues from the ſhore, which are called 
Carey's iſlands, 

On the Weſt- ſide of Bafin's bay is alſo another fair ſound, 
called Alderman Fores's ſound, which lies in the latitude of 
75 deg. 30 min. 

To the Southward of this ſound lies a great ſound in the 
lat, of 74 deg. 20 min, called Sir James Lancaſter's, by Cape 
Baffin: here the diſcoverers hopes of paſſing began to fail 
them; for from this ſound to cape Bedford, in the lat. of 69 
deg. 20 min. the land (on the W. fide of this bay) tends away 
near NW. and SE. in the lat. of 66 deg.. 40 min. The land 
js void of ice; here is alſo a bay near a fair mount, the cliffs 
thereof as bright as gold, called Mount Raw/ezigh, and road 
Totneſs the ſound encompaſſing the road, is called Exeter's 
ſound, the N. Foreland Dyer's, and the S. Foreland, or Creek 
of the Sound, Cape Walſingham. T he coaſt is mountainous, 
without any wood, or any thing growing thereon ; the air is 
very temperate, The Southermoſt cape of this land is called 
(by the diſcoverer Capt. Dqvis) the Cape of God's Mercy, 
lying in lat. 66 deg. 50 min. which is in the Northermoſt pro- 
montory of Cumberiand Bay, which is in ſame places 20 leag. 
broad, pretty free from ice; the ſea is of the nature, colour, 
and quality of the ocean ſea; here Captain Davis had great 
hopes of a paſſage through. This bay has many iſlands, with 
great ſounds between them: He ſailed in this third voyage 60 
leagues up this bay, and came to an anchor at the bottom of 
the bay, where there are many iſlands, and called them Cum- 
berland les. Here the compals varied to the Weſtward 30 
dey. and in July the air is extremely hot; on the S. ſhore is 
an opening, which is called Zumly's Inlet, where there are 
many great falis and gulphs of water. 

1he S. head or Foreland of this bay is called Farwick's. 
Foreland, which lies in the lat, of 55 deg. 52 min. From 
Werwick's Foreland, the land tends SW. by S. unto Cape 
Elizabeth, in the lat. of 62 Ces. 20 min. which is the North- 
molt cape of Hudfon's Streights. Next is the ifland Reſolu- 
tion, which lies in the N. entrance of the Streights; within 
two leagues of this iſland, Capt. James (one ot the diſeo- 
vetets ok theſe parts) whoſe ſhip was violently carried with a 
ſtrange and incredible whirling tea, cloſe by the phints of the 
rocks in 3 fath. water, which carried him round about and back 
again, notwithſtanding her fails were abroad, which is ſup-

To ſail into Hudſon's Streights. 


On the S. entrance of Hudſon's Streights, that is on the 8. 
continent off of Nova Britannia, formerly called Terra Cor- 
terialis and Terra Labrador, 1s a Cape, which by Capt. Davis 
is called Cape Chidley ; the Streights are not above 20 leagues 
wide: The tide runs very quick 
che flood; in this entrance you will have no ground at 430 
fathom. On the South ſhore lies Sir Thomas Button's iſland, 
which bear from Prince's Cove S. by E. half Eaſterly, the 
flood comes from the E. in the Streights ; when the ebb is 
made, it whirls and makes many ſtrong eddies, which is ſup- 
poſed to come out of the broken grounds, and multitude of 
rocks under water, which is agreeable to what was found by 
Captain James, as before hinted; Within a league of the 
ſhore you will have 140 fathom water, and ſmall white ſand ; 
on the Southern ſhore is the place called Hope's Advance. 

Further in the Streights, on the Northern ſhore, lies the 
Iſland of God's Mercy. | 

And on the Southern ſhore is a great iſland, called Hold 
with Hope, and on the North ſhore Queen Ann's Foreland, 

And alſo the North coaſt is broken land, and 144 leagues 
from Q. Aun's Foreland to a point called Broken Point (which 
is a point of broken iſtands) the greateſt of which is called 
Mill and, lying in lat. 64 deg. 25 min. Theſe iſlands lie 
out almoſt in the midft of the channel, having many ſounds 
running through them, with many points and headlongs en- 
countering the courſe of the tide, that cauſe ſuch a rebound 


another; ſo that if you are not careful it will put you ſo near 
the ſhore, that you may be in danger of being loſt. 

To the NE. of Mill and is Cape Charles, in the latitude 
of 65 deg, 30 min. right againſt which point is Shark point, 
in the latitude of 65 deg. about which point lie ſeveral ſmall 
iſlands; between which two points is the mouth of a bay 
that goes up Northerly, ſo far as is not yet diſcavered : On 
the larboard ſide, going up, lies point Comfort, in lat. 66 deg. 
30 min. In the middle of the bay lie a great many iſlands not 
yet diſcovered; in this bay is abundance of ice. 

Now we return again to Mill Iſland, to the Southward of 
which lies Saliſbury Iſland. 

To the Weſt of Saliſbury Iſland lies Nottingham Iſland, 


both which lie in lat. 63 deg. 27 min. On the North Weſt 
fide of the latter is good anchor ground, where two or three 


iſlands lie off, and make many good ſounds and harbours. - 

The cape upon the main going down into James's Bay is 
called Maſtenbolm. | 

The next iſland you come to is Mansfeld Iſland, which is 
as you come down to Butten's Bay. a 

Between Mangſeld Iſle and the Main lies Digg's Iſland. 
The main land on both ſides the Streights is indifferently 
high ; and from Reſolution Ifle to Cape Charles, the Streight 
is 120 leagues long, and tends WNW, and ESE. neareſt be- 
twixt Digg's Iſland and Cape Charles is about 20 leag. broad. 

Betwixt Saliſbury Iſland and Nottingham Iſland, (if it be 
clear weather) you may ſee both the Narthera and Southern 
ſhore; the depth in the middle of the Streights is 120 fathom 
white ſand. The North ſhore is clear from ice; along the 
ſhore you have many ſmall low iſlands, which cannot be ſeen 
far from the land, and in many places the land makes as if it 
had ſmall ſounds in it. | * 

If you ſteer from the mouth of the Streights WSW. you 
will have ſight of Mangſeld Iſland, which is low land, a little 
higher than a dry ſandy bank; it has ponds of freſh water 
upon it, but no graſs, being utterly barren of all goodneſs; 
it flows here, on the full and change days, at eleven o'clock. 

From D/ggs's Iſland to the Weſtern ſhore, the courſe is 
WSW. 160 leag. to Hubert's Hope, lat. 59 d. 40 m. The tide 
ſets in the middle of the bay E. and W. The greateſt depth 


in Butten's Bay is 110 fathom, oazy ground; and as you * Ho 


proach nearer the land, you will have it ſhoal to 8 or g fat 

and in the bottom of this bay, which is in lat. 59 deg, you 
will have but 2 fathoms and a half: in this bay lie many dan- 
gerous rocks in 9 or 10 fathoms water, ſome of which Capt.

Upon the river port Ne/on lies York fort, whoſc latitude is 
57 deg. N. and long. 88 deg, W. from the Lizard. wy 
This fort is built with wood, having 30 pieces of ordnance 
in it, and 70 men. The river is very dangerous to come into, 
unleſs extraordinary care be taken to found between the ſands; 
which moſt part of it ſhews dry at low-water. The river lies 


near SW. and NE. The tides riſe and fall about g feet: 
Ships may lie a-float againſt the port in 2 fathoms water: Alſo, 


ſhips may ride very well in 4 or 5 fathoms water in the inner 
hole without the river's mouth, having ſome part of the ſand 
without them. The S. channel is navigable for boats and 
ſmall veſſels to go in at, but not ſo good as the N. channel. 
In the lat. of 61 and 62 deg, ate divers iſlands, with great 


ſound in them and inlets, inſomuch that Sir Thomas Button * 


had here great hopes of a paſſige berween them, which when 
he attempted finding, they were but iſlands with- paſſages 
between them, and that the main land oppoſed his paſſage, 
and prevented his expectation, called it Eopes Checked, which 
lie in the latitude ot 62 deg. and fo coaſting along the Weft- 
ern ſhore, in the latitude of 64, ſeeking a paſſage, he ſaw 
the opening of a bay to the Northward, and having thereby 
ſome hopes of a paſſage, called this land Hopes "Advanced. 
The main land is called New North Wale ; fo coaſting along 
the land to the latitude of 65 deg. where there is a bay with 
many iſlands, which is called Sir Thomas Roe's Welcome, Sir 
Thomas Button coaſting this bay, where there were the greateſt 
hopes of a paſſage, finding no poſlibility of it, called the 
bottom thereof Ne Ultra. 

And ſeeing we can go no farther here, we now return to 
port Nelſon. In the lat. of 57 degrees 40 min. the water is 
of a thick and red ſandy colour, and ſhoal water, but 6, 7, 
or 8 fathoms, when you cannot ſee land from the topmaſt- 
head; the nearer the land the ſhualer the water; then, when 
you are to the Southward of port Neſſon, you muſt conſtantly 
uſe your lead. Here lies two ſmall iſlands from a point where 
the land tends to the Southward ; within four leagues of the 
ſhore it is very ſhoal and full of breaches ; the main is called 
New. Yorkſbire. | | | 

Cape Henrietta Maria lies in the latitude of 54 degrees 30 
min. from which the land tends away SSE. into James's bay: 
at the mouth of which bay, off cape Henrietia Maria, lie 
the Weſtern iſles. At the bottom of this bay is prince Ru- 
pert's river, where captain Gil/am, and other ſhips have ven- 
tured for ſeveral years. The tides here in the bay flows ordi- 
narily not above two feet. 

In failing to the bay, you muſt be careful to keep clear of 
ſunken rocks, which are on both fides in great abundance. 
Theſe rocks lie a great way off the Eaſt-ſhore, ſtanding along 
the ſhore to the Northward, you will ſee many breaches, in 
which courſe you will have 12 or 14 fathoms water; the 
ground is very uneven, for in ſome places are 12 fathoms, and 
immediately 5 or 6 fathoms. Here runs a quick tide. 

The Earl of Briſtol's iſland lies in the latitude of 52 deg. 
10 min. a very deſert iſland, a great way from the ſhore, off 
which are many ſhoals. | 1 

Sir Thomas Kce's iſland lies in the latitude of 52 deg. there 


being ſhoals and breaches a great way off into the fea; between 


it and the ſhore you will find nothing but ledges or rocks and

low water; you may know it by a round bare hill (headlike) 
in the form of an haycock, which is called Cuckold's Head, and is 
juſt at the South part of the entrance of this Kitty Vith, and to 
the Northward of St. John's three quarters of a mile or more;

From cape St. Francis, to the bay of YVerts-head is due N. 
about 8 leagues and a half. And from the head to the bay, 
or cove, where'ſhips ride, is about three quarters of a mile, 
to the weſtward of the head; the place where ſhips ride is not 
above a cable's length from one point to the other; which lay 
north and ſouth one from the other, you lay your anchors 
in ten fathom, and your ſhips lie in five fathom, with a cable 
out; your ſtem then is not above half a cable's length fromthe 
ſtages. The ſhips that ride there, are forced to ſeize their 
cables one to another, and you cannot ride above 7 or 8 ſhips 
at moſt: It is a bad place and hazardous for ſhips to ride, 
except in the ſummer time, by reaſon of the great plenty of 
fiſh, and they being ſo near them, make fiſhing ſhips deſire 
that place the more, although there are ſeveral intonveniencies 
in it, as being a very bad place for wood and water, &c. 

'The ſhips lay open to the SW. into the bay of Conſumption. 
Now there is a cove allo on the Eaſt fide of the bay Verd's bead, 
about a muſket ſhot over from the bay Yerd's itſelf, called the 
Black Cove, where ſtages are, and boats kept to catch fiſh. 

Bay Ferdl is eaſy to be known by the iſland Bacalieu, and alſo 
by another head within Bacalieu ſhooting out, called Split- 
point; and alſo bay Verds head itſelf, which is the Weſtermoſt; 
theſe three heads ſhew very bluff, and very like one another 
when you come from the Southward ; there is no danger in 
going into bay Yerds but what you ſee. Here dwell ſeveral 
planters. 

From bay Verdi head to Split point which is againſt Bacalien 
iſland, the courte is ENE. about half a league. 

From bay Verds head to Flamborough head is SW. by W. 
about two leagues : Flamborough bead is a black ſteep point, 
but no place of ſhelter for a boat, but when the wind 1s off the 
more; neither is there any ſafety between bay Verds and Car- 
bonera (which is about ten leagues and a half, and hes South- 
weſt and SW. by S.) only in two places for boats, the one in 
the SW, cove of Green-bay, which is but an indifferent place, 
and lie South-weſt about 4 leagues and a half from bay Verds, 
the other in Salmon's cove, which is about three leagues to the 
N.ward of Carbonera. .

To the Southward 
of Break-heart-point is a ſmall iſland, ſome little diſtance off the 
ſhore, called Scurvylsland; between the ſaid iſland and Sherwick- 
Point runs in a pretty deep bay, and lies in SE. from Sberwicł- 
point about three quarters of a mile. 

Sherwick point is bold, off which is a rock above water; 
this point is the North point of O Perlican. They who are 
bound to Od Perlican cannot go with a ſhip to the Northward 
of the - iſland, that is between the iſland and Sherwick point, 
although it ſeems a fair paſſage, yet it is altogether foul pou 
and a ſhoal of rocks from the main to the fand (which iſland 
is about a mile and a quarter round, and about half a mile in 
length) therefore whoever intends for O14 Perlican with a ſhip, | 
— go to the Southward of the iſland, between that and the 
main, and run in within the iſland, and anchor in 4 or 5 fath. | 
But there is a rock juſt even with the water, and ſome under 
water, that lay about the middle of the bay within the ifland, 
or rather neareſt to the main. Old Perlican is but an indifferent 
road, if the wind comes out at WNW. you are forced to 
buoy up your cables for the badneſs of ground, and the boats 
go a great way to catch fiſh, about five or ſix miles, unleſs 
it be in the very chief of ſummer. In this place live ſeveral 
planters. | 

From Old Perlican to Sille Cove is WSW. ſoutherly, about 
7 leagues; Sille Cove is but an indifferent place for ſhips, fuch 
as bay Verds. 

From Old Perlican to New Perlican the courſe is WSW. 7 
or 8 leagues. This is a very good harbour, where you may lie 
landlock'd in 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, or 10 fathom. It is very bold and 
large going in, ſo that if you can ſee the point before night, 
you may run ſafely in, nothing to hurt you but the ſhore itſelf; 
the Eaſtermoſt point, going in, is called Smutiy-noſe-point, and 
the Weſtermoſt Gorlob Point, between which point is the en- 
trance, which is almoſt about 2 miles broad, and has 20 fathoms 
water; and as you fail in, it grows narrower and ſhoaler, lying 
in firſt WSW. after runs up to the weſtward in a bight, where 
you lay landlocked, and above half a mile broad, ſo that 
you may turn in and out, and anchor in what depth you 
pleaſe, from 12, 10, 8, 6. 5, or 4 fathoms very good ground. 
The deſcription of this harbour I had from Mr. Jobn Eatoards, 
whofiſhedthere formerly, all the reſt being of my own experience, 
From Nezv Perlican it is about five leagues over to Randombead, 
and they lay neareſt NW, and SW. one from the other, In 
the river or bay of Random are ſeveral arms and harbours ; for 
Random and Smith's ſound come all into one, but it is nine or 
ten leagues under the head of each where they meet, and there 
is a little iſland at the head where is-4 and 5 fathom; only at 
the iſland going through, you have not above 12 feet water, and 
It 1s not a mile broad there, as I was informed by the planters 
at Bonaventure, who uſually go a furring there in the- winter. 
Smith's Sound runs in WS W. as far as I could ſee off Bonaventure. 
] was alſo informed that it is but 15 leagues from Bonaventure 
to Tickle Harbour, the bottom of Trinity Bay; but there is a 
bay called Bay Bulls, which runs in 3 or 4 leagues, and is not 
over from thence to Placentia bay (the back or Welt-ſide of 
the land) above rwo miles. And that the iſlands of Placentia 
bay are about 9 or 10 leagues long cach, and 5 miles broad, on 
which are many deer; they lie NW. and SE. | 

From Bonaventure to Irelana's-Eye is SW. two, or two leagues 
and a half, wy 

From Bonaventure-head to Bonaventure, the courſe is NW, 
half point Weſterly, about two miles or more, but being got a 
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a mile to the Admiral's Stage. The port Bonaventure lies within 
two ſmall iſlands, between which you fail in, but you may go

rt SSW, 5 or 6 miles, called Green Hand, which is a pretty 

ig iſland, and you ſee, it as ſoon as you come out of Trinity 

Harbour in fair weather ; another iſland lays SW. by S. three 
miles, and another iſland without that, about 4 or 5 miles from 
Bonaventure, the courſe is SW. by 8. | 

From the Bonaventure-head to the Horſechops, is ENE. about 
3 leagues and a half. | | 

But from Bonaventure-head to Trinity Harbour, is NE. by N. 
about 3 leagues; between which are ſome bays, but not for 
ſhips to ride 1n, unleſs the wind off the ſhore, 1 

The Horſechops and Sherwick-point (being the North point of 
Trinity Harbour) lay WNW. and ESE. one from the other two 
leagues; between the Horſechops and Trinity Harbour are two 
places where ſhips uſe to fiſh, the one in Fe Harbour, and 
1s WNW. from the Horſechops 2 miles, and after you are about 
a point, tends ENE. again; it is a clean bay, and you ride in 
4 or 5 fathom water; a planter or two lives here. 

From Engliſh Harbour to Salmon Cove, the courſe is NW. by 
W. weſterly about half a league; it is a place for fiſhing, and 
there is a river which runs up about two miles to the N. ward. 

Without Salmon Cove is a headland called Foxes Island, yet Foxes Iſland 
joins to the main by the neck of beach. To the northward of 
the ſaid iſland or headland, between it and Sherwick Point, runs 
in a bay called Robin hood's; and in the faid bay, behind a point 
which lies out, {mall ſhips ride and fiſh there. 

From the Horſechops to Trinity Harbour, the courſe is WNW. 
about 2 leagues. Trinity Harbour is the beſt and largeſt harbour 
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in all the land, having ſeveral arms and coves, where many 


hundred ſhips may all ride landlock*d : It is a place which you 
may turn in or out, being bold too on each fide, neither is 
there any danger but what you ſee, only going into the SW, 
arm, where the Admirals Stage uſually is, lays a ſhoal called 
the Muſchell Bank, which ſhoots off from the point within the 
{mall ifland on the larboard-fide going in, and lays over NW. 
about a third of the breadth of that arm, which you muſt 


avoid; being within that bank, whieh will "diſcover itſelf by 


the colour of the water; you may edge over cloſe to the South 
ſhore if you pleaſe, or keep your head to avoid the Mu ſcbell- 
Bank, giving it a little diſtance; you may anchor in 14, 12 or 
10 fathoms, and you may come near to the ſtage on ſhore, as to 
make a ſtage with top-maſts to your ſtage on ſhore, to lade 
or unlade your ſhip. It is a moſt excellent harbour, for after 
you are in this -SW, arm, there is another runs up WNW. 
near two miles, and near the head of that another runs up 
SSW. but there is a bar or ledge at the entrance of this SSW. 
arm, but the former WNW. 1s a large place, and good an- 
choring for '500 ſail of ſhips. You have, beſides the fore-men- 
tioned arms, the main harbour turning or lying up NNW. 
and being within the harbour's mouth, you may ride in a 
cove large and good on the ſtarboard or Eaſt ſide, and land- 


locked in good ground, where planters live, and over againſt 


that cove, on the larboard or Weſt ſide, are two other coves, 
the northermoſt of them is called the Vice Admirals Cove, for 
the con veniency of curing fiſh. And above, or to the north- 
ward of that, is a large cove or arm, called God Almighty's Cove, 
where there is room enough for 3 or 490 fail of ſhips to ride 
all in clear ground; neither wind or ſea can hurt you, nor any 
tide; in which place ſhips may lay undiſcovered till you run 
up ſo far as to bring it open. Several other places there are 
in this excellent harbour in good clean ground, tough clay 
in all the arms and coves in Trinity, and have 4 and 5 —— a 
water within two boats length off the ſhore any where, and 6, 
7, 8, 9, 10, 12 and 14 fathoms, and ſome places more; in the 
middle of the arms and channel as you pleaſe ; you may turn 


in or about as aforeſaid, obſerving your tide, which riſes-there

Two miles to the northward of Ragged Harbour, is the har- 
bour of Catalina, which is a very good and ſafe harbour, and 

ood ground, not above 8 fathom trom 3, to 4, 5, 6, 7, or 8 
farb. as you pleaſe. Vou may with a leading wind ſail between 
the ſmall iſland which is a little to the S. ward of the harbour, 
and have 4 or 5 fathom at the leaſt going through, but it is 
not above a cable's length broad; or you may go without the 
ſaid iſland ro the Eaſtward of it, giving the iſland a ſmall 
birth, and ſo fail in with the middle of the harbour, for about 
a mile diſtance from the S. point of the harbour, ENE. is a 
ſhoal, upon which if there be ever ſo ſmall a fea it breaks, but 
you may ſail between the iſland and the ſhoal ; ot ybu may go

Being off Little Catalina all the way to the harbour, you 


have not above ten fathom, and from 10 to 8 and 7 fathom, then 
8 and 9 fathom again. It is reported there is a rock which lies 
about three quarters of a cable's length from the S. point of 
the entering into the harbour, which has bur nine or ten feet 
water on it, but by all the endeavours I made by ſounding, 1 
could not find it, putting in three times in a ſhallop, However 
it is eaſily avoided, if any ſuch, by keeping ſomewhat nearer to 
the N. ſhore, till you are ſhut within the ſaid point, for all the 
harbour over is good ſounding. Cloſe to the ſhore within the 
harbour you may anchor in 5 fathom landlock'd. In the SW. 
arm the harbour lies in WSW. or you may anchor in 3 fathom 
and a half within to the S. ward of the little ſmall green iſland 
within the ſaid harbour, or run up two miles towards the river 
head, where freſh water runs down, In this harbour you may 
anchor in 7, 6, 5, or 4 fathom. There is a kind of bourn riſes 
in this place very often, that will cauſe the water to riſe three 
feet preſently, and then down again, and you have it two or three 
times in three or four hours at certain ſeaſons. It is a very good 
harbour and abundance of herbs, Alexander grows on that ſmall 
iſland in the harbour. Here is ſtore of ſalmon to be caught at 
the head of the harbour, if you have nets. Here are no in- 
habitants. And near a ſmall cove in the WNW. within the 
ſmall iſland is a fire ſtone of a glittering colour, a kind of mine- 
ral, excellent good wheel locks growing in the rocks. 

From Catalina harbour to Little Catalina, is NNE. about 
half a league, it ſeems to be a good ſandy bay, but I went not 
into it. | 

From Catalina harbour to the north head of the bay NE. 
eaſterly, a league and a half. 

From the north head of Catalina bay to Flawer's point, the 
courſe is N. by E. a league and a half; off which point are 
ſunken rocks, called Fewer's rocks, the fea breaks upon them 
in a ſwelling (or great) ſea, and they diſcover themſelves plain, 
they lie about half a league off the ſhore, which are the utmoſt 
I could perceive with all the curioſity I had to take notice of,

HE bank of Newfoundland would be of very great ſervice 
to thoſe that are bound to that coaſt, were it exactly laid 
down; therefore I inform thoſe that are bound for that coaſt 
that they may not be deceived, as I myſelf had like to have 
been in going to St. Jobn's, on the 29th of June, 1715, at eight 
o'clock in the morning, and then in the lat, of 48d. 44m. having 
been juſt a month that very day from Phmeuth Sound, bound to 
St. John's, brought too and ſounded, where we had 92 fathoms 
water, fine white ſand, which I ſuppoſe to be the outward edge 
of the bank. For after we had failed from thence W. 26deg. 
36min. ſouth about 18 miles (don't miſtake me, or rather don't 
miſtake your ſelves by ſailing W. 26d. 3om. S. for you muſt under- 
ſtand I made my courſe good, ſo my compaſs at that time having 19d. 
Weſt variation, underſtand the ſame of the other courſes, &c.) we 
ſounded again, and had but 72 fathoms fine ſand as before; 
and this I reckoned the middle of the ſaid bank, or at leaſt 
the ſhoaleſt part of it ; for having ſailed from this about 34 
miles upon a weſt 28d. oom, ſouth courſe, and then ſounded 
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and 50 fathoms to the very rocks noſe, and the above mention'd

Hoſe that are bound for New London in New England, and | 


| fall with Block iſland, or the Eaſt-end of Long iſland, will 
find, 25 fathom water, 0azy ground, and a ſtrong tide of flood 
ſetting to the WNW. Your paſſage to New London, coming 
from the S. ward, is between the Eaſt point of Long iſland and 
Bleck iſland, keeping mid channel, or rather nearer the W. fide 
of Block iſland, the E. point of Long iſland being foul, in 25 
fathom water, and when you are near a-breaſt with the N. part 
of the iſland, then direct your courſe NW. by W. about 10 leag. 
which will bring you fair in ſight of Fiſber's iſland ; Come not 
near the E. point of this iſland, for it is ſhoal, having dangerous 
rocks ſtretching ENE. about 2 miles from it, but give it a 
birth of 3 or 4 miles (for the tide of ebb ſets ſtrong over theſe 
rocks) and keeping along the South ſide of the iſland, paſs 
between the Weſt-end thereof, and Gull iſlands, which lie to 
the SW. of Fiſher's iſland ; this paſſage is called the Horſe Race, 
which has ripplings both ebb and flood, notwithſtanding there 
is 20 fathom water; and N. by W. about 2 leagues and a 
half from the Horſe Race is the mouth of New London haven, 
into which, if you are minded to fail, ſteer from the Horſe Race, 
(Tong the tides) NNW. and fail directly with the white 

andy beach (which you will then ſee) till ſuch time as you have 
ſhut up the town which ſtands on the W. fide of the harbour, 
keeping only the top of the church to be ſeen over the W. point, 
and the harbour a fails breadth open, then will the houſes 
appear to you on the Eaſt-ſide, and then you may fail into the 
river clear of a large ledge of ſunken rocks, which is South, 
and ftretches to the SE. off the Eaſt point of the harbour, 
you have a fair turning channel, which lies N. by W being bold 
from ſide to ſide, and 5 fath. water with oazy ground. Three 
miles from the mouth of this harbour, on the W. ſide of the 
river, ſtands the town of New Londen, to which there is good 
failing there being no danger but one ſunken rock, which 
lieth about the mid way upon the harbour, and about a cable's 
length from a ſmall rocky ifland on the Weſt-fide, otherwiſe 
the harbour is bold, and you may anchor in 4 or 5 fathom 
water. A little to the Weſtward of the fort point lieth an 
ifland or heap of rocks, off a {mall neck, making a very good 
ſmall harbour which lays in NW. This is the uſual place of 
anchoring for {mall ſhips. | 


Directiuns for them that ccme from Sea, and fall in with Block- 
Ifland, and weuld go into Rhode Iſland Harbour. 


If you are on the W. fide of Blcck iſland (where is 8 fathom 
when it bears ENE. half E.) ſandy ground, and deſigned for 
Rhode iſland harbour, which is on the SW. fide of the ifland 
Cenefticut, you may ſteer NE. by E. 6 leagues, which will bring 
you up with point Judith, which maketh like Nog's Feed on the 
larboard-ſide, and is indifferent bold; from whence NE. 5 
leag. lieth the haven of Rhode iſland, between Blcc# iſland and 
which, you have gradual ſoundings from 30 to 10 fath. Three 
miles from point Judith, lieth the point of ConeFicut, called the 
Bever's Tail, which is reckoned the SW. part or entrance of 
Rhode iſland harbour. On the ſtarboard- ſide of you, South off 
from Caſtle Hill (which is on the E. fide of Rhode ifland harbour) 
lay a great many ſunken rocks, ſome of which are above water. 
You muſt ſail in NE. and you will have 20 fath. water, a hard 
rocky ſhore: A mile within the harbour there is a rock called 
the Kettle Bottom, lying on the W. fide near the ſhote ; there 


is alſo a cove on the W. ſide called Maykrill cove, which is © 


ſhoal and dangerous at its entrance. A mile and a half within 
its harbour is an iſland called Scate Goat iſland ; it ſtretches 
itſelf NE. and SW. right before the town. You muſt paſs into 
the riding place at either end of this iſland, it being indifferent 
bold, and ride between it and Rhode and, neareſt to Rhode 
iſland fide, for the other part of the harbour is graſſy choaky 
ground. Rhode iſland is the moſt fertile on all the coaſt of 
New England, If you would fail to the Eaſtward between 
Martha's Vineyard and the main, direct your courſe ESE. leav- 
ing Elizabeth's iſland on your larboard- ſide, and fail according 
to the directions here given (after Naragen/et bay.) 


Naraganſet Bay. 


This bay lies in North betwixt the point of Coneficut and 
point Judith, In this bay is a rock called the ale, which 
ou muſt take care to avoid; you may fail on either ſide of 
it, and anchor at your pleaſure. If you would fail into the 
bay on the Eaſt-ſide of Rhoge iſland, take notice of the high 
rocks upon the ſtarboard- ſide of the bay, about a mile from 
ſhore, * N. by W. Weſterly, within a mile of theſe rocks 
a leag. into the bay, where in the middle of the bay there is 


good anchoring for all winds except a Southerly wind; or 


you may anchor in 16 fathom ; Newport being Eaſt, and Hope 


| iſland North, Rhede iſland is navigable round, keeping ia 


the middle of the channel. |

Directions for them that fall in with Block Iſland, and vod ſail 
between Martha's Vineyard and the Main, to the Eaſtward 
among the Shoals. 


Direct your courſe from Block iſland to Gay-head, which is 
on the W. end of Martha's Vineyard, which head is high land, 
of divers colours, as red, yellow, and white in ſtreaks. Your 
courſe thither is E. 16 deg, N.erly, but be ſure you go not roo 
far to the N. ward of the E. for fear of falling in with the Sow 
and Pigs, which are a great parcel of ſunken rocks, ſome of 
them . and ſome under water; they ſtretch W. by S. from 
Elizabeth's iſland about a league and a half, and lie NW. from 
Gay-head, (take notice) the firſt of the flood ſets ſtrongly over 
the rocks to the Northward into Buzzard's bay, which js a very 
foul bay; within Gay's-bead is a fair ſandy bay, in which is 
good anchoring againſt S. and SE. winds. Your courſe into 
this bay or ſound, is ENE. in. fifteen fathom where you will 
find a ſtrong tide ſetting channel courſe ; there is an openin 
on the N fide the great ſound, or the ſound between Elizabeth's 
ifland and Martha's Vineyard.

called Tarpawling cove. 


In Tarpawling cove, a SE.and NW.moon makes high water, 
near the ſhore, but in the channel, between Marcha's Vineyard 
and Elizabeth's ifland, it runs tide and a halt tide SE. by E. the 
flood to the Eaſtward, and the ebb contrary to the Northward ; 
ſo that a SE. by E. moon makes high water, but runs Rill S, 
by W. into the channel. 

Tarpaw/ing cove is bold on both ſides going in, being a ſe- 
cure harbour for ſhips againſt all winds ;_ except ESE. and alſo 
2 good anchor ground in 3, 4, 5, or 6 fath. water, and no 
tide. | 

SSE. three good leag. from Tarpawling cove is a harbour in 
Martha's Vineyard iſland, called Helm's-bole, it is a very good 
harbour, it is about two miles deep, being bold, and alſo very 
good anchor ground, and 1s ſecure againſt all winds, except a 
N.erly wind; the courſe from Tarpawling cove (if you intend 
to keep the channel and go between Martha's Vineyard and the 
Horſeſhoe ſand) is SE. by E. a little Eaſterly to the Weſtermoſt 
head of Holm's hole; from thence to cape Poge, is SE. by E. 
3 leag. and a half in 12 fathom water ; but be careful and 
keep your lead going, for on the N. fide of this channel lies a 
dangerous ſand called the Horſeſboe, ſtretching Eaſt and Weſt 
8 leag. in length, having its Weſt end on the E. fide of d- 


Hole, joining almoſt to the land, and runs 6 leagues to the E. 


ward of cape Poge, to make the channel between it and cape 
Page narrow, there being the broadeſt part of this ſand. 

There are divers ſmall channels over this ſand, and in ſome 
places it is dry at low water; the Eaſtermoſt part of this ſand 
ſpreads with divers prongs reſembling fingers : alſo. on the S. 
fide of the channel, between Holm 's. bole and cape Poge, there 
lie ſeveral ſpots of ſand, to avoid which keep your lead going. 
There is a harbour between cape Poge and Martha's Vineyard, 
where if you are minded you may anchor. In coming in, fail 
within a mile of cape Poge, then ſteer in South, keeping along 
the low ſandy beach on the Welt fide in 5 fath. until you come 
to the Southermoſt part of the beach, then ſail about a mile 
more Eaſterly, until you bring the town fairly open, which is 
in a bay to the Weſtward, and then ſteer directly W. into the 
harbour till you eome within half a mile of the town, where 
you may anchor in 3 or 4 fath. water.

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When drawing near the capes before you have ſoundings, 
being about 30 or 60 leagues from the land, and even to the 
very ſoundings, the current moſt commonly ſets to the eaſt, and

To the northward, four leagues off that cape, you will have 10 
9, and 8 fathom water, within a mile of the ſhore, and ſoft oazy 
ground. But to the northward of that is ſhoaler water, with 
grey and white ſand, Something more to the N. ward is Roan- 
nogck, which has higher ſand-hills and thicker trees, and all 
along double land on the outermoſt iſlands, and within broad 
waters to the main land; being near you, may on a ſhip's 
top ſee the waters between the two lands, by which it may be 
well known from the land on the north fide of cape Charles, or 
Smith's iſland ; for that fide is fuller of trees. Near the ſea fide 
is low land, not ſo divided with water, and has no high ſand- 
Fills as the other; only one about 8 leagues to the northward 

of the ſaid Smith's iſland. 

On the inner land of Roannoack is a good land-mark, which 
may be ſeen 7 or 8 leagues at ſea, being two hommocks of 
trees, ſtanding on high land, bearing W. or WSW. from you, 
and appear like two round black hills joined together, like 
thoſe in the north of England, near Sunderland, called Maidens 
Paps, and coming near, appear like a great barn; for which 
ſome call them Barns. Cape Henry is on the ſouth- ſide of Cheſs 
peak bay, and cape Charles, alias Smith's iſland, is on the north 
ſide of the entrance thereof. Cape Henry appears with trees 
on white ſand hills, and is bold; you may run by the lead at 
8, 7 or 6 fathom water; but between the ſaid capes is ſhoal 
water, on a middle bank of a great length and breadth, about 

5, 4, ſame places 3 fathom; and yet off this bank ſome places 
10 or 12, and ſome ſay 20 fathom water between the capes. 
Such as would fail to James's river, may take ſounding off the 
fouth ſhore in 4 or 5 fathom water, or more, as they come to 
the mouth of the river; for on the north ſide it is deep 10 or 12 
fathom ; but on the ſouth fide lies off a ſand from Willoughby's 
point towards Lin bay, a great diſtance from the ſhore, with 
a ſpit joining to the ſaid ſand, called Willoughby's ſand, where 
ſhips may be hooked in ; but in keeping in 5 or 6 fath. you will 
go clear; being ſhot within the ſand, and the point of the ſaid 
river, on the north fide you may anchor in 7, 8, 9 or 10 fath. 
water; but there are two ſhoals within the ſaid river, the one 
from the north ſide, and the other to the ſouthward, which 
you muſt be careful to ſnun. In this river are many ſhoals and 
banks, for which pilots attend to carry ſhips up the river. 

Point Comfort lies with a long flat from it, ſteep too, with lit- 
tle water upon it. This ſand or flat is called the Horſboe. 

If you come from the N. ward to cape Charles, alias Smith's 
iſland, it appears like a high bluff of trees on low land, with 
an opening or bay on the NE. fide, From this land is ſhoal 
water, and flat, a great diſtance off; out of ſight of land, you 
have 9 fathom, and in running weſt and weſt by ſouth for ſeveral 
leagnes, will not alter one foot of water, having greyiſh ſand 
with little black ſpecks. To go in there with a northerly 
or caſt wind, you may take the ſoundings of the ſaid Smith's 
iſland in 3 or 4 fath. and in ſtanding to the ſouth weſt, you will 
find 5 or 6 fathom ſoft ground, by which you may judge you 
are over the ſhoal ; but if you haul them to the NW. you will 
find a bank of three fathom, which you mult bring to the ſouth- 
ward to go clear off, and bring over the ſhoal, you have the 


right channel in 7, 8. 9 and 10 fath. ſoft ground, and then you 


may ſteer north up the bay, or may take ſoundings on the eaſt 
ſide in a dark night, and finding with a north or north by eaſt 
coarſe hard ground and ſhoal water, bear off to the weſt, till 
you find deeper and ſoft ground. 

But in coming between theſe two capes, at 5 or 6 leagues 
diſtance, without are banks and various ſounds ; open of theſe 
banks is coarſe white ſand, at fix or ſeven fathom, and within 
10 or 11 fathom, very fine blackiſh or oazy ſand, SE. from Smith 
iſland 5 or 6 leagues, are banks of coarſe ſand and gravel of 5 
fath. and running NW. you will have ſeveral holes of 10, 11 
and 14 fathom. But between the cape is a great flat or ſhoal,

of the ſand of three fathom to the E. ward, about 2 leag. from 
the ſhore ; and the ſhoal of the eaſt fide. or ſhore, lieth off to 
the weſtward as far; ſo that if you are not in the channel, you 
may run ſome leagues in 3 fathom in dark weather, and know

From the north fide of Rapahaxachk river lies a ſpit 
of ſand three or four miles from the ſhore; ſhooting to the SE, 
it has about a fathom on it, and on the ſouth fide is deep water; 
alſo to the caſtward of this point is deep water, as eight or nine 
fathom ſoft ground; to the northward of this point lies off 
another flat called the Marſb (which lies off the mouth of great 


: Wichocamoca.) By ſome, the following directions are rather 


approved than the foregoing : - 

When you ſail to the S.ward of cape Henry, you have deeper 
water than when you are in the lat. . thereof, as 21 fath. reddiſh 
ſand and pretty large, and nine leagues off is 35 and 40 fathom 
grey fine Fad, and in the latitude of 36d? gm. and 23 fathom 
yellow large ſand with ſhells, and when you come into the 
latitude of cape Henry ſeven leagues off, you will have 11 fathom 
grey ſand, and from that to g fathom, and a current ſetting 
pretty ſtrong The land 1s pretty low and ſandy, and you can- 
not ſee it above v leagues. Cape Henry is low, but bluff, with 
a few trees on the ſea ſide, at a little diſtance from the water; it 
is very ſteep too, having ſeven fathom cloſe by the cape, and 
nothing to hinder you from coming into Lin haven bay, where 
you have ſoft ground in five or fix fathom water; the bank, 
called the Middle Ground, is about a league from the cape, 
which 1s a very good channel to the northward, and very broad 
between this ſhoal and the ſhoal of cape Charles. 

From Lin harbour bay to Keketon Ke NW. till you bring a 
remarkable tree, which you will ſee on your larboard ſide about 
WSW. then ſteer NW. by W. a league, and when you have 
the ſaid trees SW. you are in the beginning of the narrow, and 
ſteer weſt half north to the north ſhore, and when you come 
about a mile off the north ſhore, point Comfort bearing north 
half eaſt, you will have 11 fathom ; then you may ſteer W. by 
S. and WSW. for the road. 

When you come from Lin haven bay, you have from eleven 
fathom to five, until you bring the ſaid trees SW. 

When you bring Willoughby's point SW. you are a- breaſt the 
ſhoal, called the Horſeſhoe, which is not above half a mile broad. 

From cape Henay to Lin haven bay, if you run in, you have 
gradual ſoundings, having the cape SSE, in ſtanding to the N. 
ward, you will come on the ſhoalings of the Horſeſhoe, which is 
likewiſe gradual in turning in, endeavour to keep the channel 
for the benefit of the tide; in the channel you have ſeven and 
a half, and 6 and a half fath. water, ſoft oazy ground; and when 
you have but 5 and a half, it is hard ſand; then you have an 
eddy that ſets you contrary to expectation ; the firſt of the flood 
ſets to the SW. for which reaſon do not keep the main nearer 
than 5 and a half and 5 fathom; you may borrow co four on 
either fide, but it ſeldom proves advantageous by reaſon of the 
eddies. You mult obſerve in running up to the Keketon, to keep 
the cape SSE. and point Comfort W. that is, the W. point of it. 
If you ride in the bay, the beſt of the road is SSE. or E. by S. 


from the cape, in 5 and a half or 4 and a half fathom water, 


endeavour to keep to your marks, and you have from 5 and 
half to 7 fathom, but be ſure you come no nearer Wlloughby's 
point than 5 and 5 and a half fath. by reaſon of a ſatch that 
runs within the channel fair by the ſhore, which may deceive 
you. You will have in running with the former bearing the 
ſhoal point to the W. ward of Willoughby's SW. 

There are 3 houſes which you will ſee over point Comfort,

river, you muſt keep the ifland on the ſtarboard ſide; and you 
will find 4 and a half fathom water; after, for a great way, you 
will have but 3 fathom. Going into this river are two points, 


and to fail clear of both points, you muſt ſteer up WNW. until 


you have the river open; then N. for Newton's point. Anchor 
on the ſouth ſide of the point, 5 fathom, and 4 and a half of 
water.

Cape Henry is a bluff ſandy point, with a fingle tree or 2 on 
it ſeparate from the reft, but cape Charles is an ifland ; between 
the cape lies in the middle ground, about two thirds over from 
cape Charles to cape Heng); therefore tis adviſeable to keep over 
to cape Henry. If bound up James river, keep cape Henry, ESE. 
and run up WNW, but when you come almoſt a-breaſt of 
Willoughby's point, look for Sheldon's houſe on point Comfort, and 
keep that NW, by W. and run in with it fo till you are in the 
deep water, and bring point Comfort W. by S. or W. half S.

fathom; and when you are a little above Long Ile, come no nearer 
the main than 7 fathom, till you come to enter the river about 
the marſh, keep in 9 or 10 fathom, and run up and anchor be- 
tween York and Glouceſter in what depth you pleaſe; in turning 
up, ſtand to the Horſhoe in 4 and a half or 5 fathom, and off into 
7 or 6 and a half, till you are a- breaſt of the entrance of New 
Pocoſon, where you will have a gut of 7 fathom, run cloſe to the 
entrance thereof; be very careful not to be catched in with the 
tail that comes from Toes Marſh; when .up here, come no 
nearer than 7 fathom, and 6 and a half all the way up to York; 
nor to the other ſide, than 10 or 11, when a-breaſt of the ſmall 
iſles on York Shit; the tail of the Spit has but 7 fathom cloſe to 
it, and about the middle 10 fathom cloſe to it, and abreaſt of 
the iſlands you have 13 fathom, and a ſhore when entered the 
river; come no nearer the bank than 8 or g fathom ,; the bank 
is about one third of the river over from the north ſhore ; ob- 
ſerve the draught for more ſoundings. 


Directions for going into Patuxen River. 

If you come down the bay to the river Patuxen, give Cote point 
a good birth, till you have opened the river; then run right up 
to Drum-point, which is without Coopers Creek; and if you go 
up higher, give a birth to Aſtrom's point.

you, is the ſhoaleſt of the ſand; and when to the Weſt by North 
or Welt by South, are off thar ſhoal,if you ſteer North or South 
this ſhore is the moſt dangerous, becauſe of ſeveral broken 
iſlands that lie to the Eaſtward of it, in the midſt of the bay; 
from which lie off ſeveral flats and ſpits of ſand; about 3 fath. 
or 3 or 4 miles off, and ſteep to 10 or 12 fathom. 

Theſe iſlands are low lands, with ſeveral hommocks of trees 
the eaſtermoſt of which is called Tangere and, which lies thwart 
of M ichotomocd, a flat ſpit of ſand lying from it, ſpitting to] the 
Southward off, near as far as Rapabanact, where is 5 or 6 fath. 
but within 3 or 4 miles of the ſaid iſland in 3 fathoms; on the eaſt 
par this iſland is the iſland of Pakomeak, Annameſex, and Non- 
tecoke. 

The land of this iſland is long and broad, and divided into 
. for as the Eaſt end has a ſpit about 3 leagues long to the 

ward, and about two leagues broad; ſo on the SW ſide of 
this iſland, which appears like a point of bluff trees and ſpits off 
a long ſhoal to the South Weſt, on which is but 3 fath. about 4 
miles off. There is deep water of 6 or 7 fath. between theſe 
two ſpits and ſoft ground; ſo that ſuch as fail by courſe up 
the bay by night for fear of VMichocomoca point, ſhould ſteer 
more to the Eaſtward than ordinary, leaſt they fall between theſe 
two ſpits; and be at a Joſs; where you find ſuddenly but 3 fath.

In the gulph of Florida runs an extraordinary ſtrong current, 
always ſetting to the northward, This ſtream, or current, is 
occaſioned by the north eaſt winds, which there always blow. 
not altering till you come as far as the Canaries or Salt1ſlangs, or 
thereabouts ; from whence to the northward they begin to vary, 
and force the waters through the ſaid gulph, which paſſes 
through between Facatan and Cuba, whoſe force is reſiſted, and 
ſtops at the great turnings which the aforeſaid ſhoals make; then 
taking their courſe along the coaſt of Florida, with great ſwift- 
neſs, endeavouring to paſs through the narrow part of the 
channel Bahama, in the ocean again. 

If a ſhip happen to be hereabout, and find no wind to fail to 
the ſouthward, there is no poſſibility of anchoring there; for 
the anchors will be torn out of the ground by the force of the 
extraordinary current which runs there. 

Neither is it a uſual paſſage to go to the ſouthward, for which 
reaſon the Spaniards have choſen the Canary iſlands, the winds 
always ſerving; to go to the ſouthward or weſtward, 

Here we leave deſcribing the north coaſt, and begin with the 
ſouth coaſt at the iſland of Trinidada, and ſo deſcribe the Caribbee 
iſlands, and the coaſt to the weſtward, and meet again at Florida.

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A Deſcription of Cape St. Nicholas. 
Cape St. Nicholas is the NW. point of Hi pamola. This Cape 
has at the water-ſide a low flat point, reaching off about gun- 
ſhot, and run ſhort. up, and then again opens itſelf.

It is obſervable, that between Cape Nicholas and Pereguavit 
vou have very little wind, from thre or four in the morning 
till noon; and then ybu ſeldom want a freſh (ca breeze. 
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Thus appears Cape St. Nichols, being the Weſt point of 1i/petiole, when it bears 
. - SW. four or five leagues from you. Fe 


To the South Eaſt of cape St. Nicholas, about 10 leagues 18 
a fine bay and harbour, called Perto Guanivas, When you 
deſire to go in thereat, you muſt keep a good diſtance off the 
point, for it is flat off- a great way; and when you are about 
the point open with the bay, you will diſcern a ſmall iſland; 
which you muſt leave at your larboard-ſide, and run in with 
your lead in 10 or 12 fathom water: you may alſo run along 
cloſe by the iſland if you pleaſe, in 4 or 5 fathom water. All 
along this coaſt you are ſure about o o'clock in the forenoon 
to have the ſea breeze come in which laſts till night, in which 
you have the wind off ſhore; therefore you muſt ſtay till 
that Time, before which there is little or no wind at all, 


A Deſcription of the River Arteboniquo, r Arthabenite. 


The river Arteboniquo bears from Porto Guanivas South, or 
thereabouts; and in failing in here, likewiſe it is good to keep 
you lead. For as you come near the river Artebcnique, you 
will find the water ſhallow to about 4 fathom, and after that 
to deepen again to 7 or 8 fathom. All along this coaſt it is 
low land every where, till near Arteboniquo, where is a high 
point of land, being very ſteep cloſe to the water- ſide, and 
the cliffs as white as chalk, overgrown with weeds and green 
trees. The road is on the Weſt · ſide of the point, and cloſe 
to this ſteep point the river ſhoots out, which is not a place 
of any great note, becauſe it ebbs almoſt dry at low-water. 


The River called Serpent's Death. 
About two leagues to the Southward of this river is another 


river, known by the name of Serpent's Death, running be- 
tween two Hills. On the North-ſide of the river the land 


is very ſteep and ragged, and near the ſhore lie many broken 


and ragged rocks. 
A Deſcription of the large Bay Jaguana. 


This bay lays Eaſt and Weſt neareſt, having in the mouth 
thereof two illands, the biggeſt of which to the Northward, is 
called Gudnabo, or Granive, the other Foul Beard. In this bay 
the Spaniards have made three or four ways through the Krercile 
woods, againſt time of war, that they may convey their 
Merchandize thro' the {aid woods without being diſcovered. 

Theſe two iſlands are a fence and ſhelter to the whole bay, 
and breaks off the ſea, which there with weſterly winds runs 


very high and breaking, There is no paſſage between theſe 


iſtands, but you have room enough either to the Northward or 
Southward of them: They are all round about full of rocks 
and ſhoals, yet not reaching far off, eſpecially to the South point 
of the ſmalleſt; on the Eaſt- ide of which you ought to have a 
care, and give good diſtance in keeping nea; eſt to the S. coaſt 
of Hiſpaniela, There are ſeveral ſmall iſland$in the bottom of 
the bay, but thereof we fay little, becauſe they are plainly 
diſcerned, and eaſily, avoided. - 

On the INE. of cape Roſa is the iſland Comrrto, which is round 
about foul ; ſo that if you are bound from Foz! Beard hither, 
you muſt keep a little diſtance off. To the Weſtward of it is 
the Mountain of Donna Maria, from thence the coaſt reacheth 
along South Welt to cape Tiburon. 


In cape Donna Maria bay you have very good ground, and 


gradual foundings from 16 to 8, 7, and 6 fathom, 
Diroctious for Donna Maria Bay. 


In going into this bay, coming from the Northward, there 
is a Jow point with red cliffs. From this point lays a ſhoal 
which ſhews itſelf very plain; after clear of this ſhoal, you 
may ſteer into the bay in what depth of water you pleaſe ; in 
the middle of the bay there is a white cliff, and to the South-

Donna Maria lays North Eaſt by North 6 leagues from cape 
* Tiburon, being very high land, with low land under it towards 
the ſhore, and about 12 leagues'the land fall low, and lies 
along South Eaſt by Zaſt to cape Bacco, being about 3 leagues 
to the Weſtward of the iſle of A, it makes a ſmall hommock, 
at the Weſt-end they ſtretch along Eaſt by South, 4 leag. very 
low land. The bay of Backeen is to the Weſtward of the ille 
of A, 3 leagues. The land of Backeen is remarkable, the Eaft- 
end appeais like a large iſlandy with white chalky cliffs to the 
Seaward, ſmal keys in the middle of the bay, and on the W. 
fide one larger than the reſt, with all white chalky cliffs. At 
the middle key you have 5 or 6 fath. and cloſe to the Weſter 
moſt you have 10 and 11. This key is higheſt at the W. end 
and has a wall of loofe ſtones round it by the water-ſide : 
You muſt allow a good birth at the Weſt-end of the Key,which 
id very ſhoally : it's beſt to ſtand in North North Weſt from Porto 
Lewis, and anchor in 8 fathom, then the Weſt-part of the laſt 
mentiored key will bear South Eaſt half South, and the point 
without South by Eaſt, and the middle of the town North 
Faſt, which ſtands upon a ſmall fandy Key, containing twenty 
Houſes or Cottages, with a paliſado fort and breaſt- work. 
Weſt by South about 12 or 13 leagues from Yaguana lays 
Petit Gove ; and when you have the Weſt-part thereof bear- 
ing WNW. and the {mall key at its entrance NF. by E. about 
a quarter of a mule you have 18 fath. water, where you may 
anchor about a mile from the ſhore. The channel Northward 
of Guanaboa open you have 25 fathom. Upon the Eaſt ſide of 
Cu anaboa is a ſhoal called Foul Beard; and upon the N. fide 
ſeveral ſmall keys, from which to cape Sr. Mary the ſhore is 
bold; but all along the N. fide the iſlands are ſhoal, but good 
ſoundings. From the point of Logane the Gulph runs up to 
the Eaſtward about 5 leagues; commonly called by the name 
of Colelack. When you are clear of the Eaſt point of Guanabea, 
freer away NW. by W. or WNW. if bound to Jamaica, 
till you are clear of Cuanaboa, then haul away to the South- 
ward as you pleaſe, and ſuppoſe the current to ſet (which moſt 
commonly it does) very ſtrongly to the Weſtward. Aiſo on 
the South ſide of G#anehra lies a long reef, ſome part of which 
is dry about 3 or 4 Jeagues, which is half channel over near, 
there is alſo a ſmall reef in the bay of Neps, near the ſhore 
to the Eaſtward of C:mias. 


A Deſcription of Cape Tiburon: 


On the North-fide of cape Tibaron, about a league to the 
Seaward is a rock, and on the North-ſide of it a ſhoal, reach- 
ing off from the cape, and about W. or W. by N. from the 
cape is the ifland Navaſa. | 

This cape Tiburen is flat a long way off, fo that above a 
league off you have not above 15 or 16 fathom water, fair 
ſaudy ground. The cape appears on the top with many 
white places, like ways or roads; and near the cape to. the 
Nerchward of it is the bay of Allegata, where formerly the 
Enziiſh uſed to lie, waiting for the St. Domingo fleet, and tho 
reaſon why they laid there was, becaufe there was refreſhment 


| to be had from the ſhors. The appearance of the cape is as 


follows. | 

Navaſa is a ſmall iſland not very high, having nothing upon 
it; it may be ſeen about 5 or 6 leagues off, lying from cape 
Tiburon NW. by W. about 12 leagues. Navaſa bears about 
SW. by W. 11 or 12 leagues from cape Domma Maria. 
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coaſts, till you come to the iſland of Ab, the land there-

The iſland of Ab is about ſeven leagues long, ſtretching 
near Eaſt and Weſt ; the Eaſt-end is low land, all over wooded, 
but the Weſt-end is high, alſo the Eaſt-end is ſhoal, fo that 
you may not come nearer than two leagues ; and from the Haſt- 
end ſtretches a large reef of rocks N. N. W. about four leag., 
being above water, on which the Jamaica Merchant was loſt. 
At the North part of this riff lie two keys, on the Southermoſt 
of which the commander of the Jamaica Merchant, Capt. Mor- 

an, and all his paſſengers went on ſhore ; between the two 
| mo is good anchoring in four fathom water. A little to the 
Eaſtward of the Weſt point of the iſle of 4þ, about a league 
on the North fide is a range of keys, ſtretching about N. E. 
three leagues, almoſt to Morgan's key. Between this range 

of keys to the Weſt-end, and the range of rocks at the Eaſt 
is all rocks and ſand banks, as by the draft here annexed 
more .plainly appears. 

Fleniiſh bay on Hiſpanicla, bears North about four leagues 
and a half from the Welt-end of the iſle of A; the paſſage 
to it between the Eaſt-end of Abb point Bacco, paſſing within 
two miles of the ſaid Faft point, where you will find uncertain 
ſoundings, as 1O, 7, 6, 5, 9, 6 fathom, but on Bacco fide 
is very bad ground with rocks and keys, where the Bedford, 
South Sea Caſtie, and America were loſt. Between the iſland of 
Aſh and the Main, near the Main, is a very good channel for 
ſmall ſhips to run through. 

| have been well informed, that South from the iſland of 
Aſv, about 5 leagues, lies a ſhoal off, about 2 or 3 leagues 
long, ſtretching Eaſt and Weſt, and upon it in ſome places not 
above 2 or 3 feet water. | 

Port 1ujs lies under. a high mountain, about 5 leagues to 
the Eaſtward of the iſland of Aþ; it is much ſubject to rains. 
You may anchor before the harbour in 3 fathom water, and 
running in anchor a-brealt of the town half a mile off, in 6 
ſathom water. | 


To anchor at the Nand of Beata. 


Remarks were made about going to an anchor under the 
North Weſt end of Beata, January the 25th, 1761. The 
iſland of Beata lies on the South-ſide of Hiſpaniola, and is a very 
good place for cruizing ſhips to anchor, when they want to 
heel or boot top, or to refit any of their rigging : The belt 
place to anchor in is to bring the NW. end to bear E. by N. or 
E. N. E. diſtant one mile; and the S. W. end S. by W. diſtant 2 
leagues: The iſland Altavallo S. S. W. half W. diſtant four 
leagues: The Frailes Weſt 4 leagues, and cape'Lopez N. W. 
by W. diſtant five leagues ; they come to in 7 or 8 fathom 
water, ſandy bottoms ; when you are coming round the S. W. 


point, give it a ſmall birth, for there is no more than 4 fathom 


water, Weſt three cables length from the point; but when 
the point bears E. S. E. you may haul up for the N. W. end; 
when at anchor there is very good fiſhing ; but there is not 
any freſh. water to water a ſhip. 


To anchor in Sam-Bay, in Hiſpaniola. 


Remarks were made going into Sam's Bay, February the 6th, 
1761. Sam's Bay lies about 11 leagues to the Eaſtward of 


Jagqumell; and 6 leag. N. N. W. from cape Lopez, and is very 


convenient for cruizing ſhips to wood and water, there being 
a fine river in it; when coming from the Southward, and cape 
Lopez bears E. S. E from you four or five leagues, you will 
ſee to the Weſtward white chalky cliffs about four or five 
miles to the Eaſtward of theſe cliffs you will ſee a fine Savanna ; 
and a little to the Southward of it is the river's mouth ; the 
river is beſt known by a ſmall hill of ruſhes cloſe to the Seat? 
ſide, and the river runs through them : The moſt convenient 
place to anchor for watering quick, is to bring the river's 
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mouth to bear NNE, diſtaht one mile; Cape Lopoze S. by E. 
diſtant 6 leagues: and the Eaſtermoſt part of the white cliffs 
NW. diſtant five miles; their coming to in ſeven fathom and 
an half water, good clear ground; this Bay is a large and open 
clear bay, you may anchor in what part of it you pleaſe, 


To anchor at the Weſt End of the Iſand Mona. 


F Remarks were made for anchoring under the Weſt.end of 
the iſland Mona, February 26, 1761. Bring, the NW. end to 
bear N by E diſtant two miles, and the SW, ehd low ſandy 
point, with a ſmall reef at the end of it, SE by Eaſt, diſtant one 
mile and a half; the iſland of Monica N. by W. diſtant five 
miles, there coming too in nine fathom water, white ſandy 


bottom, with black ſpots of Turkle graſs. 


To anchor in Anguada and Ance-Garmaine Bays, at the Met. 
end of Porto Rico. 


Remarks were made March the 5th, 1761. To anchor in 
Guada bay, at the NW. end of Porto Rico, bring the N. point 
of the bay to bear N. by W. half W diſtant three or four 
miles, and the W-point to bear SW. diſtant three N the 
iſland of Zeachy W. by S. half S. fix leagues; houſes at the 
river's mouth E. by N one mile; this bay is a large, open 
and clear bay; br ingsthem bearing on, and come to in twenty 
four fathom water, good ground. 

To anchor in Ance- Germaine bay, bring the Weſt point of 
the bay to bear NW, diſtant eight miles; the houſes at the 
river's mouth North Eaſt, diſtant two miles, the iſland of Zac hy 
WNW. and the Southermoſt land in fight SSE. there come 
to in ſeven fathom, ſoft oazy ground. The danger of this 
bay you will ſee by the draught. 

Theſe two bays are very convenient for cruiſing ſhips to 
heel and boot-top, to wood and water; and you may buy 
great quantity of ſtock, or bulldcks, from the Spaniards very 
reaſonable, 


To anchor at the Weft-end of Heneago. 


Remarks were made September the 16th, 1761. Coming to 
an anchor at the Weſt-end of Heneago, bring the Weſt-end to 
bear NNW. half W. and the SW. end SSE. diſtant three miles 
each: And the watering-place 8 by Eaſt diſtant one mile and a 
half; there come to in ſeven fathom water, ſandy bottom; 
there is no water here but in the rain» ſeaſon, and then it is not 
very good, as it lies among the mangrove buſhes. The Hog- 
flies bear NNW, 11 or 12 leagues from the SW end of He 
weago. From Acklin's Kep the Hog-fties bear about NNE. 14 or 
15 leagues. The South part of Long Key bears North Weſter- 
Iy cight or nine leagues from the South point of Acklin's Key 

he rocks Miraporvos lie off the South-end of Acklin's Key, 
Bird Rock about a mile and a half off the Weſt end of Crooked 
Hand. bears neareſt North, diſtant 8 leagues from the South 
end of Long Key. It has a recf from the North part of it 
which runs Northward a league. 


To unrbor in Platform-Biy. 


Remarks were made September the 20th, 1762. To anchor 
under the Platform, being the Southermoſt point of the Plat. 
form to bear E by S one mile; the Weſtermoſt point in fight 
WNW. three miles; the watering place NNE three quar- 
ters of a mile; there coming to in nine fathom water, If 
you lie in deeper water you will have foul ground, the nearer 
in ſhore the clearer the ground; this bank is very ſteep for 
two cable's length, without nine fathoms you will have no 
ſoundings. This bay is very convenient for cruiſing ſhips to 
heel and boat top, and to water; the watering place is in a 
ſmall gulley, and the water you get out of the caſks that are 
ſunk in the ground in the gulley. 


I Deſcription of Porto Congo. 
Porto Congo is a good harbour having ſeveral ſmall iflands 


lying before it, but not dangerous, for there is room enough 
| betwixt the iſlands and the main to paſs without fear. In this 


lace is alſo good refreſhment, arid freſh water to be had, and 


om the bay of Savanna, fot nerly; they brought great quan- 
tities of hides. From thence to the Eaſtward follows Jaguimo, 
then Cape de Lobos and de Alongua. 


4 Deſcription of Cape de Lobos. 


From cape de Lobos Southward lie two little iſlands to ſea- 
ward, which are called Fray/es, And on the Weſt-ſide of cape 
de Alongua, lie ſeveral blind rocks; and due South from the 
ſaid cape are two other -iflands, the neareſt is called Beata, and 
the other Allovalla, of which we have already ſpoken. From 
thence the coaſt ſtretcheth wholly Eaſtward, where you will 
find ſeveral creeks and ſmall rivers, of which there is little ſaid. 


A Deſcription of the Bay Samba, 


The bay of Sathba is made by cape Lobos on the Weſt end, 


the ſmall iſland called the Frayles, on the Eaſt : Y ou may fail 
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.| ſhits's ſide to the ſhore, 
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all round the Frayles within a third of a mile. This is a fine 
bay, and is about 5 leagues to the Weſtward of cape Altovalla; 
here is vety good refreſhment for men, as plenty of turtle and 
freſſi water, and ſtore of wild cattle, fowl &c. Von may run 
in till you bring the falſe cape which makes the Sdiith-fide of 
the bay to bear S by W, and ride any where within a mile of 
the ſhore in good ground, the depth from 18 to 20 fathom to 
the ſtiff clay. There is a freſh river in this bay, where is very 
good water, which may be found coming out of the ſea ; for 
when you come into this bay, you will ſee a fine Savanna on the 
North-fide ; juſt without that is the river. The falſe Cape 
when jon are to Northward appears exactly like the North 
Foreland in England; and Wen ybu ſtand in with the falſe cape 


of Samba, being about the middle of the bay, you will ſee a- 


hill bearing S by E from you, which is called the Table about 
5 or 6 leagues diſtant, and the weſtermoſt land you can ſee 
will bear W. half N. about 12 leagues off, one third of the 
way between the falfe cape and cape Mungung: The water 
is very deep, you will have no ground in 30 fathont, and ſteep 
too; then it ſhoa!s gradually, till you come to the Eaſt-end of 
the ſandy bay, When you are a breaſt of the weſt-end of the 
iſland Brata, between the ſaid point and the iſland Beata is the 
beſt of the channel; you have but 15 feet; further to the 
Eaſtward 1s 11 and 12 feet, all ſandy ground, and even with 
ſome ſpots of Turk Fach but no rocks or ſtones. When 
the falle cape bears WNW. two leagues, then you have five 
and an half fathom, ſandy ground; the true cape then bears 
E by S. half S. about three leagues and an half, and Allovalla 
S. balf E. about four leagues, and Beala about four or five 
miles. North of the iſland Beata you have deep water and 
the nearer the iſland the deeper, untill you have no ground with 
30 fathcm of line; but on the South-fide of the iſland you 
have good ſoundings going over the ſpit of ſand about a mile 
and an half from the ſhore, ſo that you may borrow as near as 
you pleaſe to Beata. You may run between Beata and Alto- 
valla without diſcovering any danger; but on the NW fide 
of Altovalla is a high rock, about half a mile off. You may 
anchor in about 10 fathom. at the weſt end of Beata, bring- 


ing the SW. point S. or S. W.erly, about three miles diſtant, 


the NW. point bearing about N by E three quarters E. weſt 
of Sambay, about 12 miles, is a ſmall harbour, called Tron. 
The next is a fine harbour, called Fackemel; it has fortifica- 
tions at the entrance. Fackemel bears from cape Benn-t ENE. 
a quarter E four leagues. From cape Bennet, the Eaſt-end 
of iſle Afb is about W. 18 leagues. The Diamond Rock bear- 
ing about NE by N Northerly from the Eaſt end of ifle 4%, 
diſtant 4 or 5 leagues. Acklin's Keys lie about NE. from the 


E. end of Iſle Afb, and a little to the Eaſtward of Diamond Rock. 


Coming out the Weſt-end of Je Af, be careful of a reef of 
rocks which lie along the Eaſt fide of point Bacco about half 
a mile from ſhore. Point Bacco bears from cape Tiburen about 
E by S. 10 leagues. 


A Deſcription of the Bay Honda, and Bay of Occoa. 


This Bay of Honda is wide and large, with a river running 
a long way into the country; then follows another bay, called 
Occoa, before which lie ſeveral iſlands; and hereabouts the 
coaſt is very eneven, and full of bays, viz. de Hato, then Ca- 
valero, then point Zepezepin; then follows to the Eaſtward 
of that point, bay de Catalyna and Punta de Niſao, the next 
adjoining thereto is &? Domingo. 


A Deſcription of St Domingo, or Hiſpaniola. 


St. Domingo is the chief place on the jſland, having a very 
commodious harbour, and deep enough for ſhips to go in and 
out with their whole loding, having not leſs than three fathom 
in any place of the river; and a ſhip may lie cloſe to the 
ſhore to take in her loading, only laying a plank from the

W. ſomewhat Northerly from Cape de Cruz, from whence the 
Engliſh have great ſtore of turtles daily brought. The E. ermoſt 
of the iſlands is called Little Caimanos, having on the NW. fide 
thereof a fine bay; from the point thereof reacheth two ſhoals 
NW. off into the ſea. | 

You have a fuller defcription of this in the general directions 
given for ſailing from Jamaica through the gulph of Florida. 
St. Jago bears from the E. end of Jamaica about N. 37 leag. 

Cape Donna Maria diſtant from Jamaica E. end 30 or 32 
leagues, E. by N. half N. 


Directions for ſailing through the Windward Paſſage. 


When you get up with cape Nicholas or Hiſpaniola, J adviſe 
ou to make 1 which will be the ſureſt way to truſt to. 
our courſe will be from the cape N. by W. diſtant about 18 

leag. and at the W. end you may anchor in a bight which will be 

open to you; and from thence my advice is to fail in the evening 
and direct your courſe NNW. or between N. by W. and NNW. 
for the current may deceive you. The iflands of Heneago are 
of a great length : If-you fail ſo high Eaſterly, that you cannot 
ſee the Weſt-end, ſail down along the ſhore, and at the Weſt 
end you will ſee low keys ; you may go between the ſhore and

them, and to the weſtward of them ; and from thence, if the 
wind ſerve, the beſt courſe you can ſteer is N. by E. and 
NNE. The diſtance from Crooked Iſland to Long 1sland, is 6 


leagues. When you make Zong laland, if you be upon a North 


courſe, or thereabouts, you mult turn up along the ſhore, 
where you may anchor, if you pleaſe ; but when you get up to 


the Eaſt-end, and can weather it, you may make your way 


good between the NE. by N. half Eaſterly, and the NNE. 
and you'll come near no danger. | 

By ſome. the firlt part of the following directions is approved, 
which 1s for this purpoſe. . 


Direftions for ſailing through the Windward paſuge, and among / 
the Bahama Iſlands o Exutna. - 


| Your beſt way in ſailing from Jamaica through the windward 
paſſage, is to get the coaſt of Hiſpaniola on board as ſoon as 
you can, where you will never miſs of a windward current, 
and in the evening the wind off ſhore; but if you ſtand for 

Cuba, and cannot fetch within 7 or 8 leagues of cape Maize, 
you will find a very = current, and little favour from the 
wind. And when by theſe directions you are come up with 
Cape Maize, having it W. off from you, your courſe is N. half 
Weſt 37 leagues, which will bring you fair in with the Welt- 
end of Crooked Islend, your ſteering that courſe need not fear 
the Hog flies, for you will paſs to the weſtward of them. 

From the weft-end of Crooked Island, your courſe is North 
about 18 leagues, which will give you the length of Crooked 
Island, and from thence ſteer away N. and that will carry you 
to ſea clear of all danger; but if you are bound to Exuma, you 
muſt direct your courſe from the N. end of Crooked Hland to 
Rum Key; your courſe thither is NW. half W. diſtant about 
30 leag z from thence direct your courſe for Long Ifland, which 
is W. a little Southerly; a NW. courſe carries you clear of it. 
About 6 leagues from the NW, end of Long Island to the keys 
before the laſt pond at Exuma, the courſe is W. half S. diſtant 
about 8 leagues. The NW. part of Long Mand bears NE. 8 
leagues from Exuma. Harbour iſland bears from Egg iſland E. 
by N. N.erly about 8 leagues, If you are bound from Exuma 
to Providence, you muſt make your way for the ſhip channel, 

which is between Cat Iſland and Illuthera; your courſe from 
Exuma thither is NNW. diſtant 22 leag. And ſo you may pro- 
ceed to the N. W. ward along the iſland Hut hera, but the neareſt 
cut is over the grand Bahama bank from Exuma. To go this 
way your courſe is WNW. or rather NW. by W. about 40 
leagues, which will bring you to the edge of the bank. From 
hence you may paſs over the bank in 2 or 2 tathom and a half, 
and in ſome holes 3 fathoms; you muſt keep a good look out, 
for fear of ſunken rocks, that in ſome places lay very thick, 
they are eaſily ſeen before you come at them, the water being 
very clear, and they ſteep too. In anchoring here in the night 
chuſe a good ſandy birth, the diſtance over the bank is about 
10 leagues, 2 5 

If you are bound to Providence, from the continent of Ameri- 
ca, your ſureſt way is to make Ilutbera, whoſe Eaſting is about 
30 leag. from the cape of Virginia, endeavouring to fall in with 
{1luthera in the lat. of about 25 deg. 30 min. N. which will bring 
you about ꝗ leagues from the welt point of Hlutbera. The land 
hereabouts is very remarkable, it having two white ſpots, clifts, 
or ſand-hills, they being upon the higheſt land, a large ſhip's 
length from each other, they are called the Alabaſters. Alſo 
3 leagues NW, by W. from them along ſhore, you will ſee a 
hill reſembling a Duichman's thumb cap, with broken land 
near it, and a cut or gap, as if there was a paſſage through, 
called the Cozy and Bull, the iſland is very narrow here. From 
thence ſteer NW. by W about 4 leag. and you will ſee an 
iſland with ſeveral (mall keys to the Northward called Harbour 
1sland, with a paſſage in at the South-end for ſmall veſſels, hav- 
ing a fine clear ſandy bay, with curious green water. At the 
North-end of the aforeſaid keys there is a ledge of rocks, laying 
about 2 miles off, by day-light very viſible, which be very care- 
ful to ſhun; from thence your courſe is W. and W. by S. about 
the land 2 leagues, You will find another ledge of rocks, which 
lays from the ſhore a large league, alſo viſible; you may ſee 
theſe rocks under you in fifteen fathom (if you borrow near to 
them.) About 5 miles from thence WSW. half S. lays another 
ledge, which is at leaſt 5 miles from the ſhore. From thence 
your courſe to Providence is SW, about 14 leag. the ſtream is 
generally ſetting to leeward; if you keep up SW. by S. you. 
cannot well paſs by it, without ſeeing the houſes on the fhore, 
on the hill near the tower ſtands a church, you may plainly ſee 
it 4 leagues off. Stand in with it, within a mile and a half of 
the ſhore, then you _ lee Hog - Hand, which makes the har- 
bour, bear down along by it, till you come cloſe aboard the W 
point; then luff in within a cable's length of it, and you will 
preſently come in 4 fathoms water. If it is tide of ebb you muſt 
anchor, if flood you may turn up, taking care to ſhun a reef of 
ſand which comes away from Hog Iſland, and ſtretches clear up 
the harbour above the caſtle half a mile, the channel lays near- 
eſt the caſtle, being about two cables length broad. You may 
anchor above the caſtle in 3 fathom at low water, ſandy ground. 

If you are bound from Providence through the gulph, your 
N to Berry iſlands to weather them, is NNW. diſtant 
- 18 leagues, From Berry iſlands to the Grand Bahama, the 
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coutſe is NW. by N. diſtant 33 leagaes, which will bring you 
about 7 leagues to the Weſtward of the Weſt end of Grand 
| Bahama, ſteer away NW. about 8 or 9 leagues, then you may 
"ſteer NNW. 4 | 


General. Direttious for ſailing from Jamiaca, through the Gulph of 


, lorida. 


Note, That upon the full and change, the currents ſet ſo 


ſtrong to the northward between the leeward iſlands and Ja- | 


maica, that the allowance of the miles in the hundred is ſcarce 
ſufficient. From Port Royal harbour to Portland Point, the 
courſe is SW. about 10 leagues; give this point a birth, and 
then ſteer to the weft end of Jamaica; your courſe thither is 
about weſt by north 26 leagues. This weſt end of Jamaica is 
pretty low land. | 

Note, All along from Port Royal to point Negril, within four 
leagues of the ſhore, you have from 16 to 20 fathom. From 
Hence dire& your courſe from the Grand Camaines, which lies 
from the weſt point of Jamaica WNW. about 46 or 47 leagues, 
The Grand Camaines is a large iſland being low and ſmooth 
land, with trees op the top, the ſhore is bold: There is good 
anchoring in the bay on the N. fide, as alſo on the weſt end of 
the iſland ;, ENE, about 20 leagues from the Grand Camaines, 
lie two other iſlands, the one is called Little Camaines, and the 
weſtermoſt Camain Brac; theſe iſlands, as alſo the Grand Ca- 


maines, are much frequented by the po of Jamaica to catch - 


Turtle, with which theſe iſlands are well ſtored. From the Grand 
Camaines it is uſual for ſhips to direct their courſe for the iſland 
of Pines, endeavouring to fail ſomewhat to the weſtward. In 
doing of which be ſure to haul weſterly enough, at leaſt a point 
of the compaſs more weſterly than the draught lays it down, by 


reaſon the current that ſets ſtrong to the N. ward, out of the 


bay of Honduras, which, if you take no notice of, will ſet you 
upon the Fardines, which are very dangerous ſhoals and rocks. 
From hence direct for Cape Corientas, your courſe thither be- 


ing welt about 18 leagues. Cape Corientas is low ſmooth land 
with trees on the top, as is all the weſt end of Cuba, on both 


ſides for many leagues to the weſtward, -having not any note- 
able hill, valleys or hommocks, and therefore it is very hard, 
if not impoſſible to diſtinguiſh one part from the other. From 
Corientas ſteer away WNW. about 15 leagues which will carry 
you about five leagues to the weſtward of Cape &. Anthony, 
and clear of the ſhoal of Cape Anthony; this ſhoal runs along 
the ſhore both to the ſouthward and northward, but it is not 
very dangerous. This cape may be known by two or three 
round large black look out houſes on the ſouth ſide near it, 
from the aforeſaid diſtance of 5 leagues to the weſtward. of 
Cape Antbony ſteer away N. or N. by E. about 20 or 25 leagues 
but take care you do not ſteer too much eaſterly for fear of the 


Colloradoes, which are dangerous rocks; but when you have 


ſteered north or north by eaſt, about 20 or 25 leagues from 
Cape St. Anthony, you may venture to ſtand away eaſt, or eaſt 
by ſauth, ravging along the Cuba ſhore if you can. 

Captain ST&EET'S account of the Coloradoes. 


We took our departure from 4 or 5 leagues a-breaſt of cape 


St. Anthony, and made our way good NE. by N. 1g leagues, 


and then fell upon the Colloradoes in 3 fathom water; they were 
about me dry in ſeveral places, without any diſtinction of ſwell 
or breaches ; we ſaw-flocks of pelicans fitting on the red white 
fand. In this place we could ſee no dry land from the top- maſt. 
head, though very clear weather, but we ſaw to the eaſtward 
of us 3 hommocks on Cuba. The innermoſt or higheſt bear- 
ing eaſt by north ſo near us, that we could ſee other hommocks 
within and. without theſe three, and low land tending away 
from the innermoſt hommocks to the ſouthward, and likewiſe 
the hommocks almoſt to join with the low land between them. 
All this we. could ſee on deck, or but two or three rattlings up, 
but the 3 aforeſaid hommocks we raiſed upon deck, when we 
were about & or 10 leagues off our aforeſaid ſtation of 5 leagues 
to the weſtward of cape St. Anthony. As ſoon as you get fo far 
eaſterly as ta bring the firſt high land on Cuba a- breaſt of you, 
you may reckon yourſelf clear of the Coloradoes, to the eaſtward 
of them, though it is faid they ſpit up as high as the Havannab, 
but if ſo, it is but a ſmall diſtance from the ſhore. Take this 
one more obſeryation of the Coloradoes, that when you depart 
from Cape St. Anthony, ſteer no nearer the eaft than before 
directed, and when you think you are near them, keep then 
your lead going, for there is good gradual ſhoaling on them, 
dat firſt coming on them, excellent ſticking oazy ground, and 
then ſand. | . 

When you are on the north fide of Cuba, bound through the 


gulph, do not venture to ſteer for the gulph, till you are as far 


eaſterly as the bay Matanzas, or at leaſt as far caſterly as the 
Havannab, for if you would venture to put over ſooner, you 
may chance to be put to the W. ward of C. Florida, and then it 
will be troubleſome getting into the gulph; the S. part of Florida 
is low ſmooth land, like the Grand Camaines, or the weſt end 
of Cuba: And ſoit is all along to the northward, only the 
ſouth part is ſomewhat more evenly level than the north : 
The ſouth part of the coaſt lies along E. by N. and ENE. and 


then N. with breaches all along the coaſt, a good diſtance from

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ingly white, but it does not ſhoal fo far off, but that you may 
venture to make the land if the weather be clear. There is a 
ſtrong current running to the gulph of Florida, and ſetting 
continually to the northward, without any ripling or whicling, 
or any other diſtinction than in the main ocean. 


| General Direction for ſailing fro Jamaica, to the Weſtward into 


the Bay of Mexico. By Captain Bond. 


Note, If you are bound from Jamaica to the weſtward, the 
beſt way is to direct your courſe S. 60 or Joleagnes before you 
edge about to the weſtward, for fear of the ſhoals that lie to the 
S.ward, or may (keeping nearer the ſhore) dire& your courſe. 
as by the former directions from Jamaica to the iſland of Pines, 
orCape Corientas, from oy ye ep ſteer for Cape Catoche, your 
courts thither is W. by S. about 42 or 43 leagues. Between 
theſe two capes the current ſets very ſtrong to the eaſtward u 
on the new and full moon; and when you are got upon hs 
bank of cape Cateche, which bank ſtretches to the northward 
from cape Catoche at leaſt 25 or 30 leagues, as alſo to the weſt- 
ward near 140 leagues, there are gradual ſoundings on this 
bank to the ſhore, along which you may ſteer in 5 fathom, and 
on occaſion, may haul off in 75 or 8; the common tract is to 
haul along the bank in 14 fathom water, and ſo to keep in that 
depth till you get the length of the cape Diſcondido, whoſe diſ- 
tance from cape Catoche, is about go leagues by ſea. Here 
ny tans, and evening are very good Porcas fiſh to be caught 


in abundance. If you ſhould meet with contrary winds, have a 
care you are not ſet too much to the nottltward ; in plying to 

the W. ward be ſure you exceed not 17 fathom, for if you allow 
yourſelf to go fo far to the N. ward as 17 or 18 fathom, you 
are in great danger of the Alcranes; there being that depth 
cloſe by them, and the next caſt aſhore ; therefore keep well 
to the S. ward 14 fathom as before-ſaid. a good depth; bar be 
ſure not to exceed 16, then you need not fear, for that will 
keep well within the Alcranes; if you would go between the 
ſhoals S:/al/ and the main, you muſt keep in 7 fathom water, 
and that will carry you clear of them to the S. ward. If you g0 
ſo far to the N. ward as 9 fath. you run on them: But round the 
C. Diſ.ondide in, from 7 to g fath. but exceed not 19 fath. for 
in failing leſs than one mile more N. weſterly, yon will deepen 
your water to 25 fath. and then the next you may chance to be 
a-ſhore either on the Triangles of the Arcas, there being thar 
depth clofe by them: but the aforeſaid depth of 19 fath. will 
keep you within them. The coaſt from C. Catoche to C. Di/- 
condido is all along ou low, and ſo continues as far as Ti; 


you may juſt ſee it in 5 fath. water. If you are bound for Vera 


Cruz, ſteer for Diſcondido SW, by W. half W. about 160 leag. 
a-croſs the great bay of Campeachy, which will bring you to a 
mountain called dt Martin, being very high and peaked, and 
may be ſeen 20 or 25 leagues at a under this mountain there 
is a cape ifland{called rocks Portito, from thence ſteer away 
NW. by W. to haul without the Cabeſſes if by night, haul no 
nearer in than 35, 36 or 37 fathom water, for being in 32 or 33 


them. From the Cabeſſes to the entrance of Vera Cruz, your 
courſe is SW. by S. and SW. till you ſee the iſland Branco on 


your ſtarboard fide, keeping the ſaid courſe, and ſteering for the 
main, you will diſcover the ifland Sacrifice, leaving this iſland 
on the ftarboard fide, you may make good road between that 
and the main in 7 or 8 fathom water, being then about three 
miles and a half from St. John de Elva whither you may go by 
the aſſiſtauce of a pilot into that road. But to proceed for the 
moſt ready way for Vera Cruz, you muſt leave all theſe ſhoals 
that lie to the E. ward of Sr. John de Elva on your larboard fide, 
coming no nearer than in 7 fath. water, until you luff round the 
ſand called Galego, and fo proceed that way to the road of St. 
Fohn de Elva which lies between the town and«caſtle, where 
you moor under the caſtle wall in 4 or 5 fathom water, The 
latitude of Vera Cruz is exactly 19 degrees 15 minutes, From 
Vera Cruz, the current ſets N.erly, as high as 27 deg. of lar. 
along the ſhore, and then it rounds the bay to the E.ward. As 
you ply along the N. ſhore to the eaſtward, you need not quef- 
tion ſtanding in 60 fathom water, where you will have ground 
out of ſight of land, as you ply to the eaſtward and are come 
nigh by your reckoning the dry Tortugas, keeping the tract 
you'll have from 30 to 25 fathom, by which you may judge 
yourſelf about 7 leagues from the dry Tortugas, then ſtretch 
over to the Cuba ſhore, and be ſure to fetch weatherly enough 
off the Coloradoes, and ply along the Cuba ſhore, which I think 
the beſt ſide (by reaſon the current ſets ſtrongeſt on the Florida 
ſhore) and ſtand no nearer than 9 fathom water.

The firſt place of note to the W. ward of cape Catoche is a 
ſmall hill by the ſea, called the Mount, diſtant from the cape 
about fourteen leagues; it is very remarkable, becauſe there is 
no other land in all this coaſt. Between this mount and cape 
Condecedo, are many little ſpots of mangrove trees, which at a 
diſtance appear like iNands The next place on this coaſt is 
Rio de la Gartos, bearing about midway between cape Catoche 
and cape Condecedo ; this is alſo a very remaikable place, for 
here are two groves of high mangrove trees, on? on each fide 
of the river, by which it may be very well known; this river 
is but ſmall, but deep enough. for canoes, the water 1s good ; 
here is no brook nor freth water on all the coaſt, from cape 
Catoche, till within 3 of 4 leagues of 2 town. About 
20 leagues NW. from cape Condecedo is a ſmall iſland called by 
the Spaniards, iſle de Arenas, but ſometimes by the Engliſh, De. 
farts, The land from cape Condecedo tends away to the ſouth- 
ward, making the bay of Condecedo, The bay of Campeachy is 
contained between cape Condecedo in the E. and St. Martin's in 
the weſt; the diſtance between theſe two points or capes is 
about 120 leagues, in which are many navigable rivers, wide 
lagunas, &c. of which in their order. From cape Condecedo to 
Salima is 14 or 15 leagues, the courſe is S. between theſe two 

laces it is all a ſandy bay, the land producing only ſcrubbed 
buſhes : between theſe two places you may dig in the fand, and 
find very good water. i 

Salima is a very good harbour for barks, but there is not 
above fix or ſeven feet water ; and cloſe by the ſea, a little wath- 
in the land, there is a ſalt water pond ; from Salima to Campeachy 
town is about 20 leagues; the courſe is S. by W. the firſt four 
leagues of it, all along the coaſt, is drowned mangrove land: but 
about two miles from Salima, and about 200 yards from the ſea 
there is a ſpring of freſh water; you may ſee a {mall dirty path 
that leads to it through the mangroves, 

About NW. from Hina 26 or 30 leagues, and 50 leagues 
from Campeachy, lie 3 ſmall low ſandy iſlands, cal ed the Trian 
gles; on the ſouth-fide of theſe iſlands there is good anchoring, 
but there is neither wood nor water; they are call'd the Triangles 
as being ſituated in the form of a triangle. Fiom Hina to 
Campeachy is about 6 leagues. Campeachy is a fair town in a 
ſmall bay, it is the only town on all this coaſt between Catoche 
and La Vera Cruz; it makes a fine ſhew at ſea, being all built 
with ſtone. 

From Campeachy to Port Royal the courſe is SSW, or SW. by 
S. about eighteen or twenty leagues between them is low land 
and ſandy bay, with ſome trees by the ſtore ; there is but one 
river between them, called Eſcondido. 

Port Royal has a broad entrance in a ſalt laguna of 9 or 10 
leagues long, and three or four wide ; the mouth of Port Royal 
has a bar whereon are nine or 1o feet; within the bar it is 
deep enough, and there is good anchoring on either fide, the 
entrance is about one mile wide and two in length ; it has fair 
ſandy bays on each fide, with good landing; ſhips commonly 
anchor on the weather or eaſt fide, both for the conveniency of 
wells dug there on the bays, as alſo to ride more out of the 
tide, which here runs very ſtrong; this place may be very 
well known, for from thence the land begins to tend away to 
the weſtward, and continues ſo to do for about 60 or 70 leagues. 
On the weſt fide of this harbour is a low iſland, called Por! 
Royal Harbour, this iſland's eaſt fide makes the weſt fide of 
Port Royal river before ſpoken of, and the main the caſt fide 
of the ſame river. 

This ifland is about two miles wide, and about 3 leagues 
long, ſtretching eaſt and weſt. The eaſt fide -of this ifland 
is ſandy. On the weſt fide of this iſland is another ſmall low 
iſland, called Triſt, which is ſeparated from Port Royal iſland 
only by a ſmall ſalt water creek, ſcarce broad enough for a 
canoe to paddle up. , 

The iſland of Trift is in ſome places three miles wide, and 
is about 4 leagues in length, ſtretching eaſt and weſt, the eaſt 
end is ſwampy and full of mangroves, and on the ſouth fide 
much the ſame. At the Weſt end of the iſland, cloſe by the 
ſea, you may dig in the ſand five or fix feet deep, and find good 
freſh water, If you dig too 0947 5 you will not find the water 
brackiſh. Large ſhips may ride here in 6 or 7 fathom cloſe 
by the ſhore to the welt end of Trift, but fmall ſhips, commonly 
run farther up the river; three leagues to the weſt end of 77% 
is made by Triſt iſland on the eaſt, and Beef iſland on the weſt, 
and is about three miles wide; it is ſhoal without, and has two 
channels to come at it, the deepeſt, at ſpring rides, has about 
12 fect water; in the channel lies, near the middle of the 
mouth of the river, the bar is hard ſand. The other channel 
which lies ſomewhat to the weſtward, has about 10 feet water, 
and lies near Beef iſland ; you run in with the ſea-breeze, and 
ſound all the way, taking your. ſoundings from Beef ifland 


ſhore ; the bottom is oazy and it ſhoals gradually, Being ſhot 


in with Beef iſland, you will have three fathom ; then you may 
ſtand over towards Trift, till you come near the ſhore, and there 
anchor where you pleaſe, for there is good anchoring any where 
within the bar, between Triſ and Beef iſland, 
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The tide is much ſtronger here than at Port Royal, befor 
ſpoken of. This river and Port Royal river, as alſo the ſmal 
river between Port Royal iſland and Tri, run into each other, 
forming the iſlands of Port Royal and Trift, and run into a large 
laguna, which lies behind theſe iſands, There are alſo ſeveral 
other ſmall lagunas, that empty themſelves into this great 
laguna, This great laguna is called by the Spaniards the Laguna 
of Tides, dee they run here very ſtrong; ſmall veſſels, as 
barks, periagoes, or canoes, may ſail through this laguna, 
round the iſland of Trift and Port Royal, or in between Port 
Reyal iſland and the main, and out between Triſt and Beef iſland 
they may alſo ſail into the other ſmall creeks and laguna, which 
empty themſelves into this great laguna, of which there are 
many z the firſt of note is called Somerſet and lies to the Eaſt- 
ermoſt part of the great laguna, as you come in at Port Royal. 
This creek, though but ſmall, is big enough for periagoes to 
enter, Weſt, about four or five leagues from an as river, hes 
a ſmall key called One Buſh Key; to the Southward againſt this 
key is a ſmall creek, which is a very narrow running about a 
mile, and there opens into a large laguna, called Eaft Lake; 
this lake runs N. and S. and is Bot three leagues long, and 
three and a half wide, At the SE. end of this lake there 1s ano- 
ther ſmall creek, about a mile wide, running about 6 or 7 miles 
into the country, On both ſides of this creek grows plenty of 
log» ood; at the North end, about the middle of raft Laguna, 
there is another ſmall creek, like to that which comes out about 
One Buſb Key, but leſs and ſhallower, which diſcharges itſelf into 
Laguna Ter mina, againſt a ſmall key, called Serle's Key. On the 
W. ſide of Eaſt Laguna there is a ſmall ſkirt of mangroves, 
which ſeparates itſelf from another that runs parallel with it, 
which is called the e Laguna, which is about the bigneſs of 
the former. Towards the N. end of this Laguna runs a ſmall 
creek, coming out of the E. Laguna, deep enough for ſmall barks; 
coming out of the E. end of this Laguna, there is a ſmall creek, 
whoſe mouth is about a mile wide, and. half a mile from thence 
it divides itſelf into two branches, one called the Eaſt, the other 
the Weſt branch, both deep enough for ſmall barks z ſeven or 
eight miles upon the Weſt fide of the Weſt branch, is a large 
paſture for cattle, about three miles from the creek's mouth. 

This bottom of Campeachy bay, is in the lat. of 18 deg. N. 
The ſea-breezes here on this coaſt, in fair weather, are at NNE. 
and N. and the land-winds at SE. and S. but in bad weather 
at ESE. a bard gale for 3 or 4 days together; the dry ſeaſon 
begins in September, and holds till April or May, and then comes 
in the wet ſeaſon, which begins with turnadoes. Beef iſland 
is about 7 leagues long, and 2 or 3 broad; it ſtretches Eaſt 
and W. the Eaſt end is low and drowned land. At the Weſt 
end of this iſland is St, Peter's river, or St. Peter St. Paul; 
3 leagues up this river on the E. fide ſhoot a branch to the NE. 
which divides or parts this iſland from the main; on the S. this 
river runs to the SE. for a conſiderable way, and then runs into 
Tobaſco river. Tobaſco river lies from the river of St. Peter St. 
Paul Weſt about ſeven leagues, The entrance of this river is 
vo broader than the Thames at Graveſend; there is a bar at its 
entrance, the depth of which is about 11 or 12 feet. Veſſels may 
paſs over it well enough by the benefit of the tide, and after 
you are got in it is pretty broad, and has fifteen or ſixteen feet 
water, and very good riding out of the danger of the tide, This 
river of Tobaſco is the moſt remarkable of all the rivers in the 
bay of Campeachy ; the river near its mouth abounds with car- 
fiſh. From Tobaſco river to Chicapegue or Chiltepegue, is ſeven 
leagues, the courſe is W. all along low land, and good anchor- 
Ing : there is but indifferent landing here, the ſea running high 
near the ſhore, but canoes may with care run in; there is no 
freſh water between Tobaſco river and Checapegue; this Checa; 
peque is rather a ſalt creek than a river, for the moutheof it is 
not above 20 paces wide, and not above 8 or nine feet water on 
the bar; but within 12 or 13 feet at low water, there is good 
riding for banks, about half? a mile within this river's mouth. 
A league Weſt from Checapeque there is another river, called 
Dos Bocas ; it is fit for canoes, it having a bar at its mouth, 
which 1s dangerous, but the privateers will run over it. From 
Dos Bocas to the river Palmes is only four leagues low land, and 
ſandy bar betweenkthem ; from river Palmas to Halover, is two 
leagues, from Halover to St. Anne is 6 leagues z St. Anne is an open- 
ing into a laguna, there are about 6 or 7 feet at the entrance; 
from St. Anne to Tondello is 5 leagues ;z the courſe ſtill Weſt, the 
land low, being a ſandy bay between them; the R. Tondello 
is but narrow, yet capable of receiving barks of 50 or 60 tons, 
There is a bar at the entrance, and the channel is crooked. On 
the Weſt fide of the bar a ſpit of land ſhoots out ; to avoid it, 
at your coming in, you muſt keep the Eaſt fide aboard, and 
when once entered, you may run up 2 or 3 leagues to the E.fide; 
about.a quarter of a mile within the mouth you may lie ſecure, 
From Tondello to Guaſugwwalph is 8 leagues, the coaſt ſtill Welt ; 
all along is a ſandy bay, and ſand hills, ſuch as between St. 
Anne and Tondelio, only towards the Weſt part the bank is 
lower. This is one of the principal rivers of this part; it is 
not half the breadth of 7 baſes river, but deeper; its bar is leſs 
dangerous than any on the coaſt, having 14 feet water upon it, 
and but little ſea within the bar; there is much more lofty oazy 
ground; near the head of this river, the river Togwantopegue 
has its riſe, which falls into the South Sea; from the river 
Guajugwalph, or Guaſalcoada, the land runs W. 2 or 3 leagues 
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all low land, with ſandy r and very woody in the count 
about three leagues to the W. of it the land away to the N. 
for about 16 leagues riſing as you paſs along higher, till you 
come to St. Martin's point, which is very high From this high 
bluff to point Alvarado, the courſe is nearly W. diſtance about 
20 leagues ; the firſt 4 of it is high rocky ſhore, with ſteep cliffs 
to the ſea, afterwards you will paſs by very high ſand hills by 
the ſhore. Here an extraordinary great ſea comes in on the 
ſhore, which hinders boats from landing: The river Alvarado 
is about a mile over at the mouth, yet the entrance is but 
ſhoal, there being ſand for two miles off the ſhore clear from 
fide to fide ; but there are two channels in among the ſands ; 
the beſt of which is in the middle, and has 12 or 14 feet water, 
The land on the eaſt fide of the river's mouth is extreme high 
ſand banks. From Alvarado to the river Cruz the coaſt lies 
along W. diſtance about 12 leagues. | | 


A Deſeription of the Gulph of Florida, 


On the Weſt of the cape lie ſeveral iſlands, which are called 
Tartugas or Tortoiſe, to the eaſtward of which, right before 
cape Florida, lie ſome other iſlands, called Martyrs, then 
reaches the coaſt north along, to the eaſt thereof lie ſeveral 
ſhoals and banks, which, with the coaſt of Florida, make the 
channel of Bahama, or gulph of Florida. | 


A Deſcription of the Bahama Iſlands, 


The Bahama iſlands and keys are ſo many in number, that 
they are accounted innumerable, therefore it 1s not defigned to 
ive an account of them all, but only of the chief, or thoſe 
that are generally ſeen by thoſe who ſail among them, beginning 
with Bahama illand. The Bahama iſland is a long, narrow 
iſland, being in length about 22 or 23 leagues, ſtretching SE, 
by E. and NW. by W. being all rocky from the one end to 
the other. At the northermoſt end is a ſmall iſland, called 
Seal Key, N. by E. 12 leagues from which lies the Member 
Rock, upon the Bahama bank, which bank is very large and 
dangerous, - being full of rocks and ſmall keys. Upon the E. 
fide of the bank in the lat. of 27 deg. lies ſeveral keys; and 
ſouth ſomewhat weſterly 13 leagues from them lics Abacco, 
which is a long narrow iſland, the eaſt fide is rocky, with ſmall 
keys on the NE. part of it, which are called Abacco keys. At 
the ſouthermoſt part of the iſland Abacco is a hole, which you 
may ſee through, being called the Hole in the Rock, which hole 
is very . = He for them that are bound for Providence ; 
the courſe from the ſaid Hole in the Rock to the harbour of 
Providence is S. ſomething weſterly, diſtance about 18 or 20 
leagues. The ifland Providence 1s in the lat. 25 deg. oo min. 
This iſland of Providence is the chief of all the Bahama iſlands; 
it ſtretches itſelf E. and W. being in length about 40 miles. 
On the N. part of the iſland are ſeveral ſmall keys, as Long Iſie, 
Salt Keys, Hog Iſle, &c. NW. by W. 10 leagues from the W. 
ermoſt end of Providence is the northermoſt end of Androſs 
iſland, which ifland is alſo long, being in length about 3o 
leagues, lying NW. by W. and SE. by S. and 
leagues ; from the N.ermoſt end of Androſs iſland, are ſeveral 
ſmalhiſlands called the Berry iſlands ; W. by S. 10 leagues from 
Berry iſlands lie 1ſaac's Rocks ; SSW. about 15 leagues from 
Tſaac's Rocks are the Bimines, between which and the Bimines 
he ſeveral keys and rocks, the names of which I know not :

N. latitude, the grand Bahama bank ſtretch- 
ing itſelf SW. by W. about 40 leagues being full of rocks and 
keys, the way of a ſhip from the windward paſſage is between 
Long Iſland and Crooked Island, and from thence to the eaſt- 
ward. About 12 leagues weſtward from Long Island is Exuma, 
which is a great falt iſland; all along NW. and NW. by N. 
from Exuma lies an innumerable parcel of iſlands and keys, 
reaching 40 or 50 leagues from 1 by ſome called the 
Chain of I:lands. NE. by N. about 6 or 7 leagues from Long 
[sland, lies an iſland called Rum Key, which is foul and rocky 
all around, NE. by E. 6 leag. from Rum Key is Watlin's Island, 
which is alſo rocky and very foul, North about 5 leag. from 
Long Iiland lies an iſland called Little Island, the north part of 


which is very rocky. From Little Island to the ſouth end of 


Cat Island, the courſe is north about 5 league. Cat Island, 
is an iſland about 15 leagues long, ſtretching NW. by N. and 
SE. by S. the eaſtermoſt fide is rocky and very foul. SW. by 
W. from the North Weſt point of the iſland lies a parcel of 
rocks and iſlands, and weſt about 4 leagues from them is the 
ſouth part of Hathera, betwixt which and the aforeſaid rocks 
is a Channel called Ship Channel. Tathera is a long narrow 
island, ſtretching itſelf NW. by N. about twenty-five leagues, 
and then W. by S. about 8 leagues off, the northermoſt part 
of the island is an island called Harbour Island, and about two 
or three leagues W, from thence lies another ſmall key. This 
island of Tlathera, is very rocky, the weſtermoſt part of the 
island is called Currant Point; SW. about two leagues from 
thence is Currant Island, and about two leagues from thence is 
another ſmall key, between which key and Currant 15land lieth 
rocks called Booby Rocks. SW, about two leagues from the 
aforeſaid key, 1s Providence, | 


H E iſland Bermudas is in the latitude of 32 degrees, 

ſtretching NE, and SW. being in length about fifteen 
leagues. there are ſeveral iſlands joining to this iſland, which 
makes it look as if it was one continued island ; being very 
rocky all round, and at low water are moſt of them to be ſeen 
above water: you may likewife ſee them at high water, for 
it does not flow above five feet. At the NE. point are ſeveral 
islands, viz. St. David's iſland, Long Bird iſland, George's iſland, 
Coopers iſland and Nere's iſland, which are by the great force 
of the ſea waſhed and broken into ſtrange bendings, holes, 
bays, and points, which is very ſtrange to behold : Theſe 
iflands lie in ſuch a manner about the NE. point of Bermudas, 
and there is in the midſt of them an incloſed bay, called 
Southampton bay or harbour. From the NE. point of Bermudas 
ſtretches off an arm of land, being hooked, meeting with the 
land again almoſt, making an harbour or ſound, called by the 


name of Harrington's ſound, at the entrance of which is about 


three or four fathom water, in which harbour or ſound many 
ſhips may ride in ſeven or eight fathom. Some part of the 
ſouth fide is environed with an arm, and the reſt with Daniel's

iſland, Gate's island, and Ireland's iſland, reaching to Spaniſh 
point, which takes up a great ſpace jwithin it, and is called 
the Great Sound, The entrance into the Great Sound is between 
Spaniſh point and Jreland's iſland, Within this ſound are 
ſeveral other islands with bays, viz. Paget's port, Whitcorn bay, 
&c. On the SE. fide are ſeveral other bays; and upon the 
islands are ſeveral points and forts, which are placed in the 
draught in their right places. 

I would adviſe every one to take eſpecial care upon this coaſt, 
for there are abundance of rocks, which are very dangerous: 
likewiſe hereabouts it is very ſubje& to tempeſtuous weather, 
as has been much obſerved by many, who have been in the 
Weſt Indies, and have thought it very well when they have paſt 
the latitudes of this island with good weather, for you always 
hear them ſay, that about Bermudas they have had ſtrong guſts 
of wind, &c. |

From Caiana to the river Otwara the coaſt lies along WNW.

From the river-Uracho to the river Mariwana or Morony, the 
courſe is NW. by W. about twenty-ſix leagues ; the entrance 
of the river is about three leagues broad.

into iſlands and ſmall rivers, branching themſelves ſeveral ways; 
the river itſelf extends about 30 leagues into the country, and 
is about 4 or 5 fathom deep : the entrance on the Eaſt ſide is as 
good as on the Weſt.

From "Mariwena to the little river Surinama, is a fine coaſt, 
and low land, having on the E. fide thereof about three fathom 
water, and within 4, 5, or 6 fathom water. The going in 
ſeemeth as if you were running on ſhore, by reaſon of a round 
point of land, which ſeemeth to divide the river into two parts; 
but as ſoon as you are paſt the ſaid point, you may fee the river 
fairly open.

4 Deſcription of the Coaſt of Surinam to the River of 


Demerary. 


From Surinama or Soramine, unto the river Surinam, the 
coaſt is fair and even land; and coming near the river, you will 
find, from the Eaſt point of the mouth thereof, a point or ſpit 
of Sand reaching into the ſea, To avoid which, keep well off, 
and ſtand over to the Welt fide,” where you will have about 2 
fathom water at the entrance thereof, and when you get in vou 
will have more. The river ſpreads itſelf on every fide in ſmall 
rivulets, and runs a long way up into the country, and is about 
2 leagues broad at the entrance. . 

From Surinam to Cupanams is a ſmall ſpace ; at the going in 
thereat, you will have about two ſathom and a half, and 3 fath. 
water, and within 4 or 5 fathom good ground. 

From Cupanama to the Devil's creek is all along a clear coaſt, 
lying along neareſt Eaſt and Weſt, being a muddy and ſoft 


ground ; the entrance whereof is mid-channel, 


From the Devil's creek to the river Barbieros is a fair coaſt : 
There lies in the mouth of the river an iſland, the entrance is on 
the E. ſide of the river ; and when you have it open, and South 
from you, you may then run in boldly, having at leaft 14 feet 
water in going in. | 

From Barbieros to the river Demerary it is a good coaſt, and 
clay or hard muddy ground; the entrance is in mid-way, 
and when you are in that depth of water, to wit, 14 feet, then 
you are about a league and a half, or 2 leagues from the 
entrance of the river; and in failing you will deepen your

Here follows a Deſcription of the Coaſt, from the River Demerary 


to the River Moco, and Little Oronoque. 


From the river Demerary to Diſſequebe or Eſſequebe, is abont 


4 leagues, The river is very wide and large, for in the mouth 
of it lie three great iſſ inds, the Eaſtermoſt of which is called 
Lagawven, the middlemoſt Margrieten, and the Weſtermoſt Por- 
nos's iſland; behind this lies another ſmall iſland called Tyco; 
there are ſeveral others as you go up the river. The firſt you 
come to 1s called Seven lands, and further yet there are more, 


to wit, HYhale-Fiſh iſland, and the Three Brothers ; there the 


river begins to ſpread itfeif. On the E. fide is an arm or ſ nall 
river called Diſequebe ; near which is alſo an iſland, whereon 
ſtands a fort, called the See-Overall: It i; called ſo by reaſon it 
ſtandeth on a point of land which ſeparates two ſmall rivers, 
that ſpreads themſelves into the country, &c. 


A Deſcripiicn of the River Diſſequebe or Eſſequebe. 


The river Diſſegueble is large and wide, but the entrance 
thereof is not very deep. On the Eaſt ſide of this river lie 
three banks, the Eaſtermoſt of which ebbs dry at low water. 
On one of the other two there remain ſix feet water; and on 
the other there remains at low water about four feet ; this laſt 
lies on the Eaſt ſhore, between Lagowen iſland and the main: 
The Weſtermoſt he in the channel, which runs between the 
iſlands Magawen and Margrieten. Theſe iſlands have each of 
them a ſhelf of ſand reaching to the ſeaward, but the river is 
generally muddy and oazy ground.

A Deſcription of the Iſland Margarita. 


The iſland Margarita lies off between cape Tres Puntas: and 
Punta del Roy, which point of land makes another deep bay, 
called Gulph del Curiaco. 

On the Weſt-ſide of cape Tres Puntas, before the mouth of 
a ſmall river, lies a little iſland called St. Juan, diſtant about a 
league from the ſhore. There are two other ſmall iſlands be- 
tween Margarita and Punta del Roy, the other called Gortexa, 
which is a low withered flat iſland z the other called Cabagua, 
and is the biggeſt of them. 

On the Faſt point of Margarita, within the point in the 
bay, was a little caſtle which is now demoliſhed. The prin- 
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cipal places of the Spaniards lie up in the land, where there is a 
ſtately building called Motanau. f 
Off the Eaſt- end of the iſland, betwixt it and Teſtigos, lie 
7 or 8 ſmall iſlands together, much like the iſlands Teſftigos; 
they are called the Frayles; and E. from them, mid-way be- 
tween them and Teſtigos, are other three iſlands (in a triangular 
form) called Czdolu. 

On the SE. ſide alſo are two ſmall iſlands, and on the SW. 
fide alſo a bank or ſhoal, reaching off from the Muſtito point 
towards the ifland Tabagua. and from the W. end of the iſland, 
about two or three leagues off, lies a bank, on which there is 
about 6 or 8 fathoms water, where formerly were ſaid to be 
many pearls, barks going there purpoſely to fiſh for them. The 
iſland appears as the following figures.

In this manner appears the iſland Aruba, when you are about two leagues diſtant from the eaſt end 
thereof, from whence you may plainly diſcern cape St. Roman. 
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Cape St. Roman lies in the latitude of of 12 degrees, and the 
outermoſt land before you come to the gulph of Venezula, it 
is even land, having only one high hill, which is called &i. 


Ann, and may be ſeen a great way off at ſea, when you get 


about the cape, and ſtand in the eaſt ſhore, you will find it very 


within very wide and broad, reaching a great way into the 
country, having ſeveral rivers venting themſelves thereunto, 
which makes the water good to drink. There are in the en- 
trance thereof two or three ſmall iſlands or rocks, one whereof 
is called Ila Tapor, being the biggeſt of them; the other to the

O the northward: of the gulph of Venezula, or to the 
weſtward of the ifland Aruba, in the mouth of the gulph 
are the iflands Monies, which are 8 or 9g in number, the 
ſouthermoſt being the biggeſt. Theſe iſlands are all low land, 
excepting one which has a hill in the middle, bur the reſt are 
very low, having here and there ſeveral banks and ſhoals, and 
are full of trees. Weſt by N. northerly from theſe iſlands, is 
cape Coquibacoa; this cape is very low land, and reaches off 
with a plain; and right over againſt it, towards the land, is a 
high craggy hill, called As Serras de Azeyte. 

It from the iſlands of Monies you would fail to the bay of Honde 
your courſe is W. by N. and WNW. to the E. point of the bay, 
which ſurrounds it with an arm. This bay is large and even, 
the country is full of brooks and rivulets; the people ugly, 
thin, and ill-favoured, going naked, are frightful to behold. 

From the bay of Honde to the bay of Portete, are ſeveral 
bays ; the coaſt along this bay is very narrow at the going 1n, 
but when in you will find it large and wide. It is faid that 
the bay is ſhallow, and no place for great ſhips to go to. 
There is a certain high rock or cliff to the weſtward of the 
bay, and ſeveral white places where the ſea breaks againſt, as 
there is alſo between the cape and cape de la Vela. : 


From the bay of Portete to cape de la Vela, the coaſt lies 
along W. by S. ſomewhat ſoutherly, 

This cape ſeems, when you come from the eaſtward, to be 
an iſland, and it joins to the main but with a ſmall neck of 
land. To the eaſtward of the _cape is a bay where there is 

ood riding in eaſterly winds with ſmall ſhips; and on the- 
ſouth ſide of the cape is good lying in northerly and levant 
winds, having commonly ſmooth water, and very quiet riding. 
The land thereabouts 1s dry and barren, yielding neither graſs 
nor any other ren thing. a 


From cape de la Vela to Rancheria or Ranchiera, which lies 


almoſt in the bottom of a great bay, the coaſt lies along S. or 
near thereabouts. | Ti al 
This Ranchiera is a fiſhing town by the water fide, where 
were uſed to be caught or dragg'd ſtore of pearl. 

From Ranchiera to Punta das Pedros, with which cape de la 
Vela makes the bay, the bay tends out NNW. or thereabouts: 
There lie off the point, not far from it, ſeveral dangerous 
rocks, which muſt be ſhunned ; therefore you ought to be very 
careful. | 

From Punta das Pedros to the river de la Hacha, the coaſt 
lies along SW, neareſt. This river or city was firſt called 
Naſtra Signora de las Nieves, and afterwards de los Remedios. The 

river is without ſhelter, and lies open to the northerly winds. 

The coaſt along from cape de la Vela to the river de la Hacha 
is slight and low land, but round about green and fruitful hav- 
ing all ſorts of Spaniſb fruits growing there in abundance. 

There is much gold brought from thence, and ſome coſtly 
ſtones of ſeveral virtues. 

There are allo ſeveral ſalt ponds; in the country are many 
tygers and bears, and in the river abundance of crocodiles. 
This was formerly a rich place by reaſon of the pearl fiſhing, 
and other trading. On the caſt fide of the river lies a bank, 
which muſt be ſhunned. Thoſe that come hither, whoſe ſhips 
are of a ſmall draught of water, may ride before the mouth of 
the river in two fathoms water, There runs alſo on the eaſt 
ſide of the city a freſh rivulet, which in the mouth is very 
ſhoal, but within very deep. | 

From the river de la Hacha to the river Buchia, the coaſt lies 
along firſt W, then SW. To the eaſtward of this river is 
a city called Ramada, at the feet of Sierra Novodos in the 
valley of Uparry; where it is faid copper is as plentiful 
as ſtones in the ſtreet, | The river Buchia runs very ſwift, by 
reaſon of the fall of water from Sierra Novodos, or from the

ſnow hills, and often very high through the great rains 
which fall upôn the hills, and thence” into the river with a 
great noiſe. | | | 
To the W.ward of the river Buchia follows the river Piras, 
then the river Pollomius or Palomina, and next the river Don 
Diego; the coaſt from the river Buchia to this laſt, lies along 
W. and W. by S. being rocky, and full of cliffs all along. 
The coaſt is very dangerous for ſuch as are not acquainted, 


or were never there, by reaſon of the boiſterous winds which 
blow there, ſo that when the Turnadoes blow there, they cauſe _ 


a great overflowing of water. Here on the land you may dil- 
cern two hillocks, like two haycocks, commonly white with 
ſnow, and called by the Spaniards, Sierro Novodas. And in the 


SE. are two other hills,with two round hommocks almoſt like 


the firſt, but not altogether ſo high, and therefore not ſo much 
ſnow thereon, which are called by the Spaniards, O Parvo d- 
Cordova. In the SW. is another hill, and lower then the laſt ; 
this country is called by the Spaniards, Aſiera de Samba. When 
this hill is clear and fair to look on, then you may be ſure of a 
Turxado, and that within a ſhort time. Along the coaſt the 
ſhore is high to Aboca del Guilba, 

To the Weſtward of the river Don Diego lies yet another, 
but ſmall river, called Anchon de Gachio; a little farther W. 
erly is a bay called Choinea, but of theſe we have little de- 
ſcription. ; 

When you come off the ſea right S. and N. with the Ancones, 
you will ſee a white ſand ſhore S. W. from you: Upon this 
whole conſt is not ſuch another and it is on the W. fide of the 
Ancones. This Ancones is a black high point of land, with 
other points lying out, and bays within them. This is a bare 
naked coaſt; on the Weſt fide of theſe Ancones lies the city of 
St. Martha. 


A Deſcription of the Coaft to the Weſtward of the River Don 
Diego. 


On the W. fide of Ancona lies a great ſandy valley, where 
alſo lies the city of St. Martha. The bay is a good and ſe- 
cure road; that if the wind blows ever ſo hard, they lie ſafe 
behind three ſmall iſlands, which are in the mouth of the bay, 
and are a defence from the weather to all (hips that lie there. 
This is alſo a very good place to careen ſhips; you may he as 
you pleaſe. A very good place to water at, and wood in a-

place a commodious harbour, | |

A Deſcription of the River and City of St. Martha. 


This river, when you come from the Eaſtward, appears 
Vith a point reaching without the coaſt; as if it were a cape 


or head land, and juſt about this point begins the river; in 
the mouth whereof is an iſland, called Ia Verne, where you 
may; on occaſion, make good road, if it blows ſo hard that 
you cannot get about it; 

The river runs a long way into the country, and ſpreads into 
many rivulets, reaching every way to the land. ; 

The Welt fide of the river lying ſo far in, you muſt there- 
fore run a little to ſeaward to paſs above it; this point is called 
Mora Armoſa. Hereabouts in the country lie the great hills, 


called Sierra de Samba. | 


Lamba or Samba is known by a very high hill over it, which 
is called the Maiden Crowl; about 6 or 7 leagues- from the 
ſhore the water looks thick and muddy; at four leagues off 
you have 30 and 40 fathoms oazy ground. 

About 3 or 4 leagues to the Weſtward of Punta de Samba is 
a bay called Bay de Samba, before which lie four iſlands, called 
de Arenus; you may run between the two outermoſt. There is 
good road to be made, good freſh water te be had, and fuel- 
wood in abundance. This bay is made the better road, b 
reaſon of thoſe iſlands lying before the mouth of the bay, 
which keeps off the ſurge of the ſea, eſpecially N. and N. E, 
winds, and you ſeldom have any other 1n thoſe parts, 

When iſland Samba bears South South Eaſt, about 2 leagues 
from the ſhore, you have gradual ſoundings from 16 to 25 
fathoms, The higheſt land to the Eaſtward of Samba is called 
the Arſe Negroe's Ear. 

From the iſles de Arenas to Punta Canoa the coaſt lies alon 
S. W. neareſt, but to Punta Canoa WSW. This point is .o 
called by reaſon the point appears like two canoes at a great 
diſtance; the point has lying from it at leaſt two leagues to 
ſeaward many rocks and dangers, whereof you ought to give 
good diſtance when bound about that point; or going into 
the bay to the weſtward thereof, called Bay del Gata, or for 
the coaſt of Cartbagena, and not bear to the Southward till 
you are well about. |

A Deſcription of Carthagena, 


Carthagena is a city on the eaſtermoſt of the three iſlands ; 
(By Carthagena you muſt underſtand the whole road of Cartha- 
gena) its latitude is north, 10 degrees, 27 minutes, longitude 
75 degrees 21 minutes. 

Carthagena is a great deep bay, reaching a great way into 
the country, and is encloſed within three iſlands, ſo that it is 
wholly fenced. from the fea, On the eaſtermoſt iſland hes 
the city Carthagena ; the middlemoſt ifland is yery long, and 1s 
called Isla Nova, on which ſtands two forts, whereof the weſt- 
ermoſt is called Porto Grenado, and the eaſtermoſt Porto de India. 

The weſtermoſt iſland is called Ila Cares; on the weſt point 
whereof ſtands alſo a caſtle, The entrance into the harbour 1s 
between the weſtermoſt and the middlemoſt ; when in the en- 
trance you will find from 16 fathoms water to 11, and then 
ſtand in along the ſhoal Anzio, until you come to Forto Manſamua, 


and come to an anchor between it and the fort called Zelititio, 


both which lie upon the main. 
A little to the ſeaward from Isla Cares, or SW. three leagues 
from Carthagena, is a ſunken rock called the Salmadina, which 


breaks about 30 yards in length, upon the tail of which His 
Majeſty's ſhip the Hunter ſtruck. 


When coming from the eaſtward, you may ſail along by the 


Jia Nova, keeping the lead, and come no nearer than in 6 
fathoms water, and ſo turn in only as aforeſaid ; have eſpecial 
care to avoid the Salmadina. | 

You may alſo go into weſtward of Ila Cares, if you pleaſe, 
though not uſual, yet there is water enough. 

The country is very high and hilly land, and continually 
raining almoſt, and that in abundance, inſomuch that no Spa- 


2ih fruits will grow there, not ſo much as graſs, or any thing 


elſe. 


A Deſcription of the Coaſt from Iſla Cares, to Cape Tiburon. 


From Iſla Cares, the coaſt lies along SW. ſomewhat weſterly. 
About 4 leagues to the weſtward of Ila Cares is a little river 


called de Maturia; then follow two or three ſmall bays, but of 


little account, by reaſon they lie open to the ſea, 
Then follow the bay and ifland of St. Barnerdo; the entrance 


it is almoſt like a Tortoiſe. 


into which firſt reaches in NW. and then NE. Theſe iſlands 
are 5 in number, whereof the outermoſt is called St. George's 
iſland, and that next the ſhore is called Giſbertus iſland, between 
both theſe lies another iſland called Goree. The entrance ap- 
pears as in the draught as you may ſee; it 1s environed round 
about with a ſhelf between Giſbertus and Goree iſlands; you 
may, if you pleaſe, careen ſhips. And after you are paſt 
the weſtermoſt key, haut” in E. by S. and E. for the road of 
Grand Brue; alſo the eaſtward of the outermoſt key lies 3 or 4 
ſmall keys, then a larger; and near Grand Brue, a reef of 
ſmall keys, In coming in about the point of Grand Brue, keep 
off in 7 or 8 fathom, and when the plantation on the hill(which 
you will ſee gver the bottom of the bay) bears N. half W. and 
the weſt point of the outer key W. half N. you may anchor 
in 7 fathoms. The W. point of the outer key is higher, and 
is to be ſeen at ſea over all the other keys without. 

To the Weſtward of this lies a river, which is exceeding 
wide in the entrance, is called Rio de Chenu; and on the E. 
part of the mouth of this river lies a place called Tolis, a de- 
{cription whereof we have not. | 

The river Chenu reaches a great way into the country, where 
the city Chenu is built, and derived us name from the province 
of Chenu, | 

From the river Chenu to the iſland Tortugas, the coaſt lies 
along-SW. by W. there is on the W. fide of the mouth of 
the river a ſmall iſland called Lla Forta, and from St. Barnerdo 
SW. neareſt; from the Weſt point thereof reaches a ſhelf 
which muſt be ſhunned. About this iſland you will find the 
ground muddy: And with the fame courſe you will find the 
iſland Tortugas, or Tortoiſe iſland; ſo called by ſome beeauſe 

This iſland lies a little league from the main, and the E.end 
is lower than the Weſt, except in clear weather, you cannot 
perceive but this iſland joins to the main. The point of land 
over-againſt which this iſland lies is called Punta del Delrio; 
and the land thereabouts is extraordinary high, with abundance 
of hills, which are called Serrat de Hen; 

Between Tortugas or Tortuguilla, = the E. point of Gulph de 
Darien, are alſo three little iſlands near the main, ſo that you 
cannot perceive them except very near them. Here follow the 
making of the two iſlands, namely, Ila Forta and Tortugas.

In the SE. part of the bottom of the bay are ſome rivers, but 
of no account. ,From the bottym of the bay the courſe is 
NNW. about three leagues to the mouth of a great ſalt water 
lake, whoſe entrance is about 3 miles wide and 12 fathom 
deep, and within is 4 fath, This lake is large enough to contain 
1000 fail of ſhips, it being about 10 miles each way, appear- 
ing almoſt of a round farm. In paſſing into this lake keep the 
S. point abroad or mid-channel ; for from off the N. point ſpits 
off a ſand about a quarter of the entrance over. Fui ther on the 
W. fide of this lake right againſt the mouth thereof, is the 
mouth of a great river, which runs away SW. by S. 10 leag. 
into the great river Tyrrto; there are ſeveral other rivers here 
in the bottom of the bay, to the Northward of this lake that 
runs into the river Trato, but they are not to be paſſed into ex- 


. cept by ſmall veſſels, their mouths being barred. (A de ſcrip- 


tion of which river follows hereafter ;) fo that the only paſſage 
into the river of Trato is through the ſalt-water lake and river 
before ſpoken of. Here in the time of floods the current runs 
very ſtrongly out to ſca through this lake, it coming from Trats 
river. This river of Trats is a large navigable river, running 
South a long way into the bowels of the country, near the golden 
mines of Canea. On the Weſt fide of the river Trato, and 
right againſt the opening of the river that comes from the ſalt- 
water lake, is a ſmall creek, running about three or four miles 
in a large freſh-water lake, which is near as big as the ſalt-water 
lake, it has 3 or 4 fathom in it, and abundance of ſea cows. 


From the mouth of the ſalt-water lake NW. about 4 leagues, 


is another large opening of a river, which runs SW. about 14 
leagues, and then falls into the river Trato, near the other river 
before ſpoken of. This river is only fit for ſmall veſſels, it be- 
ing barred at the mouth, not being above 5 or 6 feet water, but 
over the bar there is 4 or 5 fathom. In the time of great floods 
freſh water may be filled a great diſtance againſt this river's 
mouth in the ſea; between the ſalt- water lake and this river 
there are other ſmall rivers, but not of any note; NW. by N. 
two leagues from the river, is the mouth of another river called 
Tuccamorea river, which alſo runs away to the SW. till it falls 
into the river Trato, near the other two before treated of: All 
the land or other iſlands, encompaſſed by theſe riveis, is drown- 
ed marſhy lands, being full of freſh water and fea-cows ; on the 
W. fide of the river, between its mouth and Tate river, are 
other rivers which run away to the NW. the firſt is called Terene, 


being about 4 miles within the river's mouth; the next called 


Tyger, being about 6 miles ſrom Terene river; and the next 
Pokeft, whoſe diſtance from the river Tyger is about 18 miles, 
and then you come to the freſh-water lake before ſpoken of, 
whoſe diſtance from Pekoft river is about 14 miles; all which 
may be more plainly underſtood by the large draught of Darien 
hereunto annexed, To the Weſtward of this river's mouth laſt 
treated of (which runs into Trato river) about 2 or 3 miles lie 
two ſmall keys, and to the Northward of them about 3 miles, 
are two other ſmall keys. Theſe laſt two keys lie N. and 8. 
from one another. About three miles aſunder, the ground be- 
tween them is very foul and rocky, but between the two South 
keys and the two North keys, is good anchoring; N. from the 
N.ermoſt of the N. keys, lie two other keys; theſe two keys 
are about 4 miles aſunder, but very rocky, and foul ground be- 


- tween them; and from the Northernmoſt of the two, there are 


rocks home to the ſhore, but between theſe two keys and the 
other two to the S.ward of them there is good anchoring. Near 
the mouth of a ſmall river, which you will ſee there on the N.

From the iſland 
of Pines, for between 30 and 40 leagues, and a ima l diſtance 
from the ſhore, are all along keys, rocks, and broken ground,

From the iſland of Pines to the river of Pines, is about 5 
miles, the courſe is W. by S. In ſailing thither keep neareſt 
Pine S. fide, for from the ſhore againſt the W. end of Pines, are

but there is a bar at its mouth, on which is but ſix feet water, 
though over the bar there is 2 fath, this is a freſh wacer river. 
Welt, a little Northerly from the river of Pines, about nine 
leagues, is Amd reties river, being alſo a fieſh water river; but 
is only fit for canoes: NNE. from Ambroties river is a channel 
between the rocks and broken ground, but uncertain ſound- 
ings, at 6, 7, 8, and 9 fathom, and NE. by N. about 2 leagues 
and a halt from the channel is a dangerous parcel of rocks, 
where Capt. Leng had like to have loſt His Majeſty's ſhip the 
Rupert prize; and W. about 2 leagues from Ambroties river, is 
another ſmall river, but of ſmall note. W. by N. about 9 leag. 
from Ambroties river, is Aſcenſion river. Aſcenſion river is a 
large river, navigable for ſmall veſſels 20 leagues up, running 
into the country SSE. Weſt by North from Aſcenſion river is 
another channel out to ſea, between the rocks, keys, and 
broken ground, but there are very uncertain ſoundings, in ſome 
places 5 fathom, and in others not more than 2 or 3: Between 
thefe keys and rocks, and the main all the way from Gelder 
Wand is good anchoring ; theſe rocks and keys are called the 
Sembello; here between the Sambello and the main uſed to be 
the rendezvous of the French Buccaneers. Froin Aſcenſion river 
the land tends away to the Southward, and then Weſt, and 
afterwards to the Northward, to the point of Sambelio, making a 
very large, but not very deep bay; from Aſcenſion river to 

oint Sambello is about 15 leagues, the bay between them being 
tull of broken ground and coral rocks, ſo that there is no 
paſſage for a veſſel without a boat going a head to find out 
the way, but in taking that method you may fail out among 
them, there being water enough. In this. bay is plenty of 
tortoiſe, and in the South Weſtermolt part of it is freſh water. 


From St. Sambello the land tends to the Sourhward about 5 mites 


to the river St. Franciſco, and then to the N. about 4 miles, for- 
merly St. Blaes bay, which lies in S.etly.; in which bay againft 
the mouth of the river St. Franciſco, which lies at the head of 
the bay, is good anchoring ; from this bay the coaſt is very fair 
and even, tending E. and W. neareſt, but the country is moun- 
tainous, alſo in the bay the land is high, but plain and even. 
W. by N. about 12 leagues from the point of Sambello, is the 
bay of Nombre de Dios, where is anchoring in 4 fathom. 

Nombre de Dios is a great bay, at the bottom of which is 
a ſmall city at the water fide called by the ſame name, very 
fairly built and well ſeated, but not a place of trade, by reaſon 
there is no good riding, not but that the ground is good, but 
becauſe the road is open to the ſea to N. erly and NE. rly 
winds, where you have always ſuch. The Jand is full of trees, 
ſome places of the country are ſometimes drowned with great 
rains, which fall on the mountains, and iſſue dows the vallies, 
neither does it afford good water. 

On the Weſt fide of the bay is a ſmall xiver, and without 
the bay to the Weſtward are two or three iſlands, which you 
muſt ſail between; great ſhips half unload, and then fail to the 
ſecond, but ſmall ſhips commonly lie within. When the us,

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blows hard, the ſhips are in great danger, and ride there with 
5 or 6 anchors a-head, by reaſon of a great ſea, which fall here 
into the bay, and ſometimes their cables are cut, and are. in 
great danger of ſhipwreck, therefore this place is not much 
frequented for ſhipping, for the moſt part run to Porto Bello. 
In ſailing into the bay of Nombre de Dios, you will ſee a high 
rock bearing about N. by W. from the Welt point of the bay, 
which in ſailing into this bay, you muſt come near to, for the 
W. point of the bay is ſhoal off; from hence to fail to Porto 
Bello, your courſe is NNW. about 20 miles, between 2 rocks 


on your laboard fide, and one on your ſtarhoard, which diſtance 


of 20 miles will carry you to fea out of all danger, then direct 
your courſe Weſt for about 12 leagues, or rather a little mare 
N.erly which will carry you to the Northward out of all dan- 
ger, as alſo the the Weſtward of the iſle of Cadaga, and then you 
may direct your courſe to the Southward ot the bay of Porto 
Bello, which is as aforeſaid, and 6 or 7 leagues to the W. ward 
of Nombre de Dios. . 

Porto Bello is a fair haven, and a good place for ſhips to lay 
in, where there is good freſh water, and fire-wood enough to 
be had; good anchor ground likewiſe, and room enough for 
a whole fleet of ſhips to ride in, having cloſe aboard the ſhore

If you would fail from Truxillo to Porto de Cavallos, you muſt 
ſail until you come near the ſhoals of Mabaguera, through the 
Salmadina, And if you ſhould happen to have a little wind, 
and the ſtream ſhould ſet you near the Salmadina, or if you are 
afraid of it, the beſt way is to come to an anchor, where near 
the ſhoals you have about ſeven fathom water, on the SE. fide 
is good ground, a ſand bank lies off, but on the N. fide is 
dangerous and foul ground, with black rocks and ſtones ; the 
W. fide of the Salmadina lies S. of the iſland Utilla, and N. from 
Mingula; on the N. of Mingula is a ſharp high hill, upon the 
whole coaſt there is not ſuch another. 

But if you would go without the iſlands into the gulph, 
you mult run about three leagues NW. off from Truxillo, to 
get about to the iſlands called Mots; and when you are paſt 
them run NW. by W. until you are paſt Maiagueros, and then 
run through between Guinana and the Salmadina; and alſo be- 
tween Utilla and Guinana, but you muſt have eſpecial care of 
theſe iſlands Milla, for it is very foul a great way on that ſide. 

When you are paſt them you muſt run to Triumph de la Cruz, 
and ſo Weſtwards, having neither rocks nor ſhoals, nor other 
dangers. 

Porto Cavalles is ſo called by reaſon. of a ſhip which once lay 


there with horſes, and by bad weather was forced to throw them 


overboard ; from which time the river has been ſo called. This 
place is of ſmall force, having ſeveral times been taken ; there- 
fore the trade of that place is removed to Amatique, which is 
diſtant from that place about 18 leagues. 

There are ſeveral other ſmall rivers on this ſide the coaſt, to 
the Weſtward of Puna Cavallos ; to wit, Rio de Lua, a little 
to the Weſtward of cape Trees Punctos, next Rio Bano, then Rio 
de Peche, Rio Dulce, and Hyqueras, but none of them of any 
note, therefore little is ſaid of them. 

There is likewiſe little ſaid of the gulph ; but to proceed 


On the coaſt of the North-ſide thereof hes Salamanca, within 


the iſland 2770b ; then follows the iſland Luman, or Lumancay, 


and next to that the iſland Zaratan, or Zaratus, and Patica; 
then follows Feu and then the iſlands Catumal, which 
lie before the bay of Catuma. From theſe iſlands reaches a 
ſhoal along the coaſt, to the iſlands Quintaxuno, reaching to the 
lake Baccalle! ; then follows the iſland Cozumel, which has g 

ſhoals round about reaching off to ſea ; to the W. ward of this 


iſland lies the bay Valladolin, before which are Men Eaters 
iſtand. 


The whole coaſt down in the gulph de Honduras, is wholly | 


ially on the North-ſide, which ren- 
ders it very diſcommodious for a place of trade, being dan- 
gerous, eſpecially to ſuch as are not well acquainted thereabouts. 

The coaſt for the moſt part on both ſides is low land; and a 
very wholſome place to live in. 

It is ſaid, that in the N. quarter of Jucaton, there are men 
found of a very great age ; and good teſtimony has been had of 
a certain man, who was brought before the chief of the Sani- 
ards there, near about 300 years of 

Cape Catocbe is the NE. 
the coaſt, between it and the iſlands, as through a channel 
paſſing by Cozemel, and iſle Mangeras, on the N. fide of the 
cape it is flat a long way off, and a little towards the Weſt lie 
two iſlands called Caio. The coaſt is here along flat and low, 
until you come to Morodas Diabolos, fo that when you come 
from ſea, you muſt not ſtand in too cloſe with the ſhore, leaſt 
you are deceived by the lowneſs of the land. 

Some run through between the iſlands Allacranes, and the 
ſhoal which lies off from the cape ; but you may do as you 


environed with iſlands, alpec 


point of Fucatan, you may fail along 


pleaſe, and go without them if you will, taking the foregoing 


directions. 


A Deſcription of the Nand St. Catherine, Muſkateers, and the 
ſhoal of Rancadoris and Serrana. 


The iſland St. Catherine lies in the latitude of 13 deg. 40 
min. North; if you are bound thither, you muſt go to the N. 
ſide of the iſland. On the NNE. fide lic ſeveral rocks under 
water, which you may know by ſome among them lying above 
water, bring them to bear SSE. from you, and then fail towards 
the illand, and when within a league of it, you will perceive on 
a high point certain cliffs, which ſeem to be cut or ſplit aſunder; 
the Paid cliffs bearing NE. from you, fail boldly for the iflands, 
and run cloſe about the point, into the bay, and ride where you 
pleaſe. Bur if you would be in the S. bay, on the S. ſide, you 


muſt run cloſe along the ſhore until you come to the S. ward of 
| the iſland, and bring the two great hills to bear right with each 


other, and ſtand into the bay ; coming from the Eaſtward you 
may fail for it, keeping in the lat. of 13 deg. 40 min. not run- 
ning to the Weſtward of it, for fear of the Rancadoris, of which 
by night you ought to take great care, and not to run more 
N.erly than 1 3 deg. 27 min. and make ſmall fail to the morn- 
ing. Theſe ſhoals lie E. by N. and ENE. from the iſlands, 
being ſand juſt under water, and in clear weather may ſome- 
times be ſeen about 2 leagues in length. | 

From the Rancadoris to the Muſtateers, which are a parcel of 
rocks lying together, the courſe is E. therefore when you come 
into the latitude of the iſland you muſt look out; but to be ſure 
by night you muſt run ſomewhat more Northerly, and make 
ſmall fail until the morning. | 


From the iſland Sr. Catherine NE. or NE. by N. about 2; t 


or 24 leagues diſtant, lies a certain ſhoal,called Serrana,of whi 
there is but little deſcription given. |

A Deſer jption of the whole Coaſt of the great Bay of Mexico, with the 
Hands therein, from Cape Catoche 15 Cape Florida. 


HIS cape, which with the other makes the deep bay of 

Mexico, lies in the latitude of 21 degrees 5 minutes, 
having on the Weſt ſide thereof two ſmall iſlands, called Caio, 
then follows Rio de Gartas. In the mouth of the ſaid river 
lies an iſland, then follow two other ſmall iſlands, lying at the 
Weſt-end of the ſhoal, which reaches to the bay Sizal, and 
are called Zanzum. On the land oppolite to theſe, is a hill, 
with two ſmall hillocks on each ſide ; the one called Montague 
Siloan, and the other Montague Canquet ; then follows the 
bay of Sizal, on the Eaſt - ſide of which lie two iſlands. From 
thence North, ſomewhat Eaſterly, lie the ſhoals of Mercaes, 
which are very dangerous, therefore you ought to have eſpe- 
cial care, and avoid them ; to the Northward of which lies 
another ſhoal, called Boxo de Sizal, which is likewife dangerous 
to come near. From thence North North Weſt lie three 
ſmall iſlands, which are round about foul and bad to come 


near, called Negril/os ; from thence to the Weſtward about 


40 leagues lie the iſlands Barmea ; and from thence, about 16 
or 18 leagues to the Southward, ſomewhat Eaſterly, lies the 
iſland das Areas, which is likewiſe round about foul ground. 
From thence to the Southward lie other three little iflands, 
being environed round about with a ſand bank, in form of a 
triangle, and therefore called the Triangles. 85 

From thence Southward lie three other iſlands on a row, 
from each reaches a ſhoal towards the North Eaſt a great way 
off. | | 

And that you may the better know the bay of Sizal, you 
may ſee therein three maſts which are there erected ; and when 
you ſee them you are before the haven: And towards Candecido, 
which are iſlands lying towards the point of Jucatan, ſurrounded 
with ſhoals of ſand and rocks. 

From thence Southward to the river Campeachy de Franciſco, 
which is a great bay, on the South-ſide thereof lie two great 
hills, called Moras Diabolos, being the firſt high land on this 
coaſt. Then follows Sioba, and next to that Champeton, and 
Punta Secs; then follows the great river Naſtra Signora Vic- 
toria, by ſome called Aicalanga; in the mouth whereof lie two

iſlands; which make three paſſages or entrances intot this river, 
the W.ermoſt whereof is called Porto Real, and the middlemoſt 
Porto Trifto, | may 

The next river to the Weſtward is T; obaſeo, ini which is a 
city, called by the ſame name, being the chief city of Jucatan. 


This river is alſo called GHalva, and ſpreads itſelf Eaſt and 
Weſt m_ way into the country, 
ol 


Then follows the rivet St. Paulo, and the river de Borcas, 


next de Pulma and the river St. Ann. 


Then follow the Luramba and Meeras Durea, and the river 
Cuzacola ; near which lie ſeveral great hills, called Sr: Martin, 
near which is a ſmall town, called Spirito Sans. 

About North to ſeawards from the point lie three little 
iſlands, called Rico Partida : Theſe ſtarid almoſt in form of a 
triangle, ; 

Then follows the river de Alvorada, about the point Serra, 
or point Anto Sarde. | 

Then follows the iſland Sr. Juan de Elva, which lies before 
the river to the E.ward of La Vera Cruz ; the land hereabouts 
is low, On the S. ſide of the river lies a great ſandy bay. 

When you come out of the ſea, ſteer away inward with the 
hills of St. Martin; you muſt run from the iſland Rico Partida, 
Weſt North Weſt to fail without Cabeſſa, which are the iſlands 
that lie off Puna Serra. 

St. Juan de Elva may be the better known by a round hill, 
called Menta Carnerois, the land about is covered with trees. 

In the middle, between the hill and the city, a little up 
land, ſtands another high hill, called Snet Hill, becauſe always 
covered with ſnow, and is ſo very high, that in clear weather 
you may ſee it thirty leagues at ſea: When you firſt ſee it, 
it fon to be a white iſland, lying in the ſea by itſelf; but 
when you come ſomewhat nearer, you will find it to be the 
main; and the hill Carnerois, with the caſtle, will preſently 
come in fight, and the reaſon that it is ſo white, you may ſee 
it the farther. This hill lies with the city St. Juan de Elva 8. 
and N. and when getting fight of the city, you may ſtand in 
for the road which lies behind the iſland.

This inland lies in the latitude of 19 deg. 20 min. having 


round about it foul ground, —_ between the iſland and the 


main, where there is good ground and road in about 8 fathom 


. water. The iſland is low and round, and if you would run 


in by it, you muſt have a care of certain rocks which are 
near it. In this place the Spaniſh fleet uſed to lie, and bring 
their loading from all parts, until the mouth of March, from 
whence they ſail to the Havannah, where they always make 
their fleet to depart for Spain. | | 

Next to La Vera Crux lies the river Campel, then follows 
Punta de Viltarica, off which point lies a ledge of rocks called 
Sacrificia ; then follow Tarro Blanco, Tulato and Chano Almaria : 
Theſe lie in the latitude of 20 degrees, 26 minutes. Here 
the land is low and flight; you will find, when having fix 
fathom water, hard clay ground ; and nearer in four fathom 
tThelly ground. If you chance to fall with Terra Blanco, you 
will ſee a row of hills, reaching South Weſt into the country, 
which is likewiſe called by the ſame name. Theſe hills reach 
along to Snow Hills; and to the Southward of theſe lie others, 
which in appearance ſeem like haycocks, but towards Villa 
Riche the lands and hills are not very high. The coaſt is full 
of points and broken lands. | ; 


Porto Saint Pedros Pablo. 


The city of St. Pedros Pablo lies in the latitude of 21 deg. 
20 min. and if you come into harbour, and are open with the 
river, you may then ſee the iſland of Tuſpa ; the coaſt is very 
good, having ſeveral bays, and all of them fandy. A little 
to the Northward of the river are two bays, the Northermoſt 
whereof is the biggeſt; where in 60 fathom you will have 
gravel. The river is wide and large, having in the middle 
thereof an iſland called St. Paulus. i 


The Nand Lobos and Baxo Tuſpa. 


In coming from ſea you fall with this iſland, which lies 


before cape Rexa, and is foul round about, but behind the 
iſland is good road. This iNand is low, and full of palm 


trees, affording likewiſe good freſh water ; within it lies 
a ſhoal like the bottom of a boat, behind which is good 
riding. 

If Aon thence you would fail to Villa Riche, you muſt go to 
the Eaſtward of Baxo de Tuſpa ; and if you come not above 
it, you muſt run through between the main and the aforeſaid 


ſhoal, in 8 or 9 fathom water; you may alſo make good road 


there, if occaſion ſerve. . 

The river Tuſpa may aiſo be known by a row of ſmall hills 
reaching North Eaſt and South Welt at leaſt 15 or 16 leagues 
into the country ; about five leagues off ſhore you will find 
clay ground. On the North- ſide of the iſland de Lobes North 
Weſt by North, is another great river, called Ponuco, in the 
niiddle of which lies an iſland, which makes two paſſages 
thereout; the Southermoſt is called S. Stephens, and the

Northermoſt Harmaſa, &c. Now we come to the wild coaſt of 
Florida, of which take a brief account. 


* A Deſcription of the Province of Florida: 


| From cape Noro the land tends in North and Weſt until you 
come to the river Panuco, where the land lies along North: 
the firſt river to the Northward of Panuco is St. Bartholomew, 
which is a ſmall river, and little ſpoken of; then follows the 
rivers Palmos and Piſcaratis. The coaſt along is called b 
the name of the latter, becauſe there is abundance of 
on the ſaid coaſt. | | 
The next river to the Northward of Piſcoratis is the river 


| Bravo; next the river Sola, betwixt which and the river Di/- 


cundido, is a ſmall river to us unknown. From the river D. 
condido the land tends off to Cape Blanco North Eaſt, and 
from Cape Blanco the land falls away into the river Magda- 
lena North Weſt. This is the largeſt river of all thoſe to the 
Northward of Panuco. From Magdalena to the river Plata, 
the coaſt lies all along North North Eaft neareſt, they are 
about 25 leagues diſtant from one another. 


The next river following is called Suela, from whence the 


| coaſt of Baxo tends along NE. and NE. by E. until you come 


to the river Lao/a; between which and Suela lie two other 
ſmall rivers, of which there is no deſcription nor mention 
made, and therefore ſuppoſe them to be places of no great 
conſequence. From the river Lacſa Eaſtward lie the rivers 
Montanhas, and de Zarto; from which the coaſt, until you 
come to the greater by of Spirito Sano, lies along Eaſt, Cape 
Cruz making the Welt point thereof. 

This is a deep and large bay, having in the middle of the 
entrance thereof an iſland, by which you may ſail on either 
ſide. The bay within ſpreads itſelf very wide, having fix or 
ſeven arms or rivers, reaching a long way into the country, 
venting themſelves into the bay. 

The Eaſt point of the bay is called Cape Qualata, from 
whence the coaſt of cape Diſcondido lies along Eaſt about go 
leagues in length; the whole coaſt almoſt full of ſmall iſlands, 
and a ſandy bank reaching along the ſame. 

Having likewiſe ſeveral ſmall rivers, the firft (coming from 
the Weſtward out of the bay) is called Matos de Solvador, 
between which and the river de Carnaweral lies another ſmall 
river, but the name thereof we know not; then follow the rivers 
Arecifa, Plaia and Aremas. 

Before all which rivers lie ſeveral iſlands, yet not dangerous. 
This is a good coaſt, eſpecially in Northerly ſtorms ; wherein 
in any of theſe rivers, or between any of theſe iſlands, you lie 
ſheltered in thoſe winds. © 

From cape Diſcondido towards Cape Florida, the coaſt is full 
of bays and inlets, with ſeveral fall rivers, to wit, Rio St. 
Paulo, Rio Cavalles, the bay of Mervillo, and Spirito Sancto; 
from thence the cobalt reaches to S.ward, with many bays 


and creeks, until you come qi Cape Florida. 
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
